DAHANEH, Afghanistan — The pomegranate 
grove looked ominous. 

The U.S. patrol had a tip that Taliban fighters 
were lying in ambush, and a Marine had his weap- 
on trained on the trees 70 yards away. 

“If you see anything move from there, light it 
up,” Cpl. Braxton Russell told him. 

Thirty seconds later, a salvo of gunfire and 
RPGs — rocket-propelled grenades — poured out 
of the grove. 

“Casualty! We’ve got a casualty!” someone 


shouted. 

A grenade had hit Lance Cpl. Joshua “Bernie” 
Bernard in the legs. 

A Marine and son of a Marine, a devout Chris- 
tian, Iraq war veteran and avid hiker, home- 
schooled in rural Maine, Bernard was about to 
become the next fatality in the deadliest month 
of the deadliest year since the U.S.-led invasion of 
Afghanistan in 2001. 

The troops of Company G, 2nd Battalion, 3rd 
Marines had been fighting for three days to wrest 
this town in southern Afghanistan from the Tal- 
iban who had ruled it for four years.

security increased, alcohol banned 
for guards at embassy in Kabul

KABUL — The U.S. Embassy in Af- 
ghanistan has banned alcohol and as- 
signed American personnel to watch 
the embassy’s security guards following 
allegations of lewd behavior and sexual 
misconduct at their living quarters. 

The announcement of the crackdown 
on embassy guards came as NATO re- 
ported the deaths of two U.S. service- 
members in southern Afghanistan. A 
British soldier was also killed, accord- 
ing to the U.K. military. 


The two U.S. personnel were killed 
by a bomb while on patrol in the region, 
which has seen some of the most intense 
fighting of the war. No other details have 
been released. The British soldier from 
2nd Battalion, Mercian Regiment was 
shot dead while on patrol in Afghani- 
stan’s southern Helmand province. 

The U.S. Embassy announced its new 
security measures Thursday after an 
independent watchdog group charged 
that guards hired by a private contrac- 
tor were threatened and intimidated by 
supervisors.

Starting this fall, all active-duty 
personnel will be required to get 
vaccinated against the H1N1 flu 
virus, Defense Department offi- 
cials announced this week. 

Health care workers, deploying 
troops, those serving on ships and 
submarines, and enlistees are 
among those who will get the vac- 
cination first, said Army Dr. (Lt. 
Col.) Wayne Hachey, director of 
preventive medicine for Defense 
Department health affairs. 

“Any place where we take a 
bunch of people, squash them all 
together ... and put them under 
stressful conditions will get the 
vaccine first,’ Hachey said dur- 
ing an interview Tuesday on the 
military’s Pentagon Channel. 
“Flu on a submarine is a very bad 
thing. We’d rather prevent that if 
we can.” 

Hachey said he expects DOD 
to begin administering the vac- 
cine in the first half of October. 


The department has purchased 
2.7 million doses, according to 
Hachey. 

He said the vaccine will also 
be available to DOD civilians and 
military family members who 
want it. 

“The question will be when 
your turn will come,” he said. 

Worldwide, 2,185 people have 
died from the virus, according to 
the World Health Organization. 

Military commands in Europe 
could not say Thursday when 
they expected to have the vaccine 
in hand. 

“We’re going to make sure ev- 
eryone gets it this year,” said Phil 
Tegtmeier, a U.S. Army Europe 
Regional Medical Command 
spokesman. “We’re working on 
our own plan for administering 
the vaccine.” 

U.S. Air Forces in Europe will 
start vaccinating its troops for 
swine flu once supplies arrive, 
USAFE officials said Thursday, 
noting the program will likely 


occur at the same time as season- 
al flu vaccinations. Active-duty 
personnel who have had adverse 
reactions to the regular influenza 
vaccine won’t be required to get 
the H1N1 vaccine, USAFE of- 
ficials said in an e-mail to Stars 
and Stripes. 

Still uncertain is whether peo- 
ple will need one or two doses. 

“The assumption right now is 
that people will need two doses, 
21 days apart,’ Hachey said. 
“That may change.” 

If two doses are required, mili- 
tary members who deploy after 
their first inoculation will be able 
to receive a second round of the 
vaccination downrange, Hachey 
said. 

The vaccine is still being test- 
ed in clinical trials. Swiss drug 
maker Novartis said Thursday 
that early results from human 
tests on one of its swine flu vac- 
cines show it might work with just 
one dose. 

Novartis is one of five manu- 


China to approve single-dose swine flu shot

BEIJING — Chinese officials say 
they are about to approve vaccines 
that prevent the new flu in a single 
dose. 

Currently, many health research- 
ers fear it will take two shots to 
protect people, vastly complicat- 
ing efforts to stem the spread of the 
illness. 

The World Health Organization 
says it is encouraged after review- 
ing the test details from one of the 
two Chinese vaccines. But experts 
said more results are needed from 
other vaccine makers to determine 
if one dose would be potent enough. 

In about two weeks, the U.S. ex- 
pects to announce initial test results 
from its vaccine, which is the same 
type as one of the Chinese versions, 
said Dr. Anthony Fauci of the U.S. 
National Institutes of Health.

Vaccine may guard pigs 
against human swine flu 


LINCOLN, Neb. — Humans 
may not be the only ones guard- 
ing against swine flu by the time 
cold weather ushers in influenza 
season. The flu namesakes could 
also be getting new vaccinations. 

The U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture has given several ani- 
mal vaccine manufacturers the 
“master seed virus” from the 
swine flu strain now circulat- 
ing among humans. At least one 
of the companies said Wednes- 
day it’s developing a vaccination 
for pigs, which can contract the 
virus from infected people — in 
much the same way people do. 

Flu viruses pass from human 
to hog mostly from coughing 
and sneezing, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention.

TOKYO — Attention soldiers: 
If you know a better way to exe- 
cute Army operations, now’s your 
chance to prove it. 

The Army has plans to put 
about 230 field operations manu- 
als into a Wikipedia-style format 
to let soldiers of all ranks edit or 
change Army guidelines, accord- 
ing to Clint Ancker, a retired 
Army colonel who now directs 
the Army office dedicated to 
doctrine. 

Until Oct. 2, soldiers with an 
Army account and a military 
identification card can make 
changes to 17 manuals in a pilot 
program, Ancker said. 

Eventually, the project will 
put a little less than half of all 
Army manuals into the wiki for- 
mat, which will allow soldiers 
to make instantaneous changes 
about the best ways to set supply 
lines, evacuate casualties, place 
artillery and convoy through the 
battlefield, Ancker said. 

“Some of that changes very 
rapidly,” Ancker said, “especially 
when they deal with an adapting 
enemy.” 

It’s a fundamental change to 
drafting and distributing Army 
doctrine, Ancker acknowledged. 

With the wiki format, changes 
will be immediate, with oversight 
from different Army commands 
but no official approval required 
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Army testing wiki-style updates to manuals 


York Times recently picked the 
announcement as its quote of the 
week: “We are no longer at the 
point that it is acceptable to throw 
things at the wall and see what 
sticks,” Wikipedia chairman Mi- 
chael Snow said. 

Because soldiers must use their 
Army Knowledge Online accounts 
to login, no changes to the Army 
manuals will be anonymous. Also, 
Army officials expect soldiers 
to comment primarily on their 
own jobs. That means changes 
on unmanned aerial systems, for 
example, would likely come from 
a relatively small community of 
soldiers who operate and train on 
the systems each day. 

“They are not going to put 
something on there that doesn’t 
make sense,” Ancker said. 

If they do, he added, others 
can chime in and make further 
changes. Any changes affecting a 
specific command, such as medi- 
cine, will be sent directly to that 
command for notification and 
review. 

For now, the changes to the 17 
manuals will not be permanent, 
Ancker said, and there is no set 
timeline for launching the entire 
wiki project. First, the Army has 
to figure out what policy chang- 
es are needed to allow a soldier 
rather than the secretary of the 
Army to approve an edit in a 
manual. 

Also, the Army is contracting 


before publication on the Web. 
Currently, the secretary of the 
Army must endorse each manual, 
which can take 18 months to five 
years to update and publish. 

“T was somewhat taken aback,” 
said Ancker, who served 31 
years, when first hearing about 
the wiki concept in March. “I had 
very mixed feelings about it. We 
have to ensure that we have some 
checks and balances.” 

Now, Ancker says, he’s sold. 

The idea came after a review 
this spring of all Army doc- 
trine, said Ancker, the director 
of the Combined Arms Doctrine 
Directorate in Leavenworth,

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New schools set to open in 8. Korea over next 2 years

SEOUL — U.S. Forces Korea and the 
Department of Defense Dependents 
Schools—Korea will open two new schools 
in areas I and IV during the next two years, 
allowing more command-sponsored fami- 
lies to move to the peninsula, school and 
military officials said Thursday. 

The first school will open at Camp Casey 
in August 2010 with space for about 300 
kindergarten through eighth-grade stu- 
dents, expanding to an enrollment of 600 
by August 2011. The second, a high school, 
will open at U.S. Army Garrison-Daegu 
in August 2011 and have a capacity of 500 
students. 

“This is bridging a gap, if you will,” said 
Col. Cliff Crofford, deputy region com- 
mander for transformation, Installation 
Management Command—Korea. 

There are currently no DODDS schools 
in Area I. Daegu has one school that serves 
grades K-12.

Crofford said the number of troops who 
can bring their families to South Korea on 
command-sponsored tours is limited by 
the space available at schools. 

He said the new school at Casey, which is 
expected to close as troops eventually relo- 
cate to Pyeongtaek, will stay open until it’s 
no longer needed. Dates for the relocation 
have not been fixed. 

Daegu will remain open under the relo- 
cation plan, and the new school will remain 
open until new schools are built. 

USFK announced in late 2008 that it 
would slowly begin increasing the num- 
ber of command-sponsored slots to the 
point where half of all troops stationed 
here will eventually be allowed to bring 


their families. 

Enrollment in South Korea is at or near 
capacity in all schools, said superintendent 
Irby Miller. On Thursday, four days after 
the start of the 2009-10 school year, 4,176 
students were enrolled, just short of last 
year’s average enrollment of 4,200, school 
officials said. Enrollment peaked at 4,267 
last year and typically fluctuates through- 
out the year as families move. 

Miller said the new Casey school might 
not be full when it opens, but it is expected 
to grow to capacity. 

Officials said they decided Wednesday 
to open two schools after gathering infor- 
mation about when they could open the 
schools, including whether they could get 
adequate facilities and staffing. 

Both schools will be in renovated build- 
ings. At Casey, the school will open in what 
are now barracks, in Building 2400, with a 
second wing opening in Building 2409 in 
2011. 

At Daegu, the school will be housed in 
partially unoccupied Building S330, which 


houses a dining facility. 

Crofford said the Area I school will cost 
$12.2 million by 2011 and the Area IV 
school will cost $9.9 million. 

The number of teachers at each school 
will be based on enrollment, assistant su- 
perintendent Peter Grenier said. He said 
enrollment and teacher numbers in Area 
II, which includes U.S. Army Garrison- 
Yongsan, are unlikely to be affected by the 
school openings. 

“If anything, they will probably remain 
more stable,” he said. 

Eighty-two Area I students are attend- 
ing international schools at DODDS-Ko- 
rea’s expense because there are no DOD 
schools, school officials said. Enrollment at 
those schools is about $15,000 to $20,000 
per year, they said. 

Eleven students are now bused from 
Area I to Yongsan, leaving at 6 each morn- 
ing, the officials said.

As dusk approached on Friday, Aug. 
14, things had quieted down. The Tal- 
iban seemed to have gone. Another day 
had passed in the long, hard slog for U.S. 
troops serving on the parched plains and 
mountains of Afghanistan in a war that has 
steadily intensified. 

Then, asthe Marines were enjoying some 
downtime, reports of mortar, machine-gun 
and sniper fire sent them scrambling again. 
The 11 Americans and 10 Afghan soldiers 
edged their way into the town’s abandoned 
bazaar. With them were Associated Press 
correspondent Alfred de Montesquiou, AP 
photographer Julie Jacobson and AP Tele- 
vision News cameraman Ken Teh. 

Eyes scanning rooftops for gunmen and 
the ground for buried bombs, the patrol 
pushed past shops still smoldering from 
U.S. mortar shells, past Taliban posters on 
the walls exhorting the populace to fight 
the Americans. Bernard, his face daubed 
in gray and brown camouflage paint, was 
the point man. 

A young Afghan in front of the fam- 
ily store showed the patrol a patch of up- 
turned earth in a ditch. It was here that 
insurgents had fired their mortars a few 
minutes earlier. 

“But don’t say I told you, or they’ll kill 
me,” the man said. 

As he spoke, the Marines got word of 
the ambush being readied nearby. Two 
Cobra helicopters circling overhead fired 
Hellfire missiles at a mortar position. The 
Marines weren’t sure that had settled the 
matter with the Taliban. They pushed on. 

Then they reached the pomegranate 
grove. 


A casualty, then heavy fire 


At first Jake Godby thought Bernard 
had stepped on an explosive device. Godby, 
a 24-year-old 2nd lieutenant from Freder- 
icksburg, Va., quickly regrouped his men 
and directed the returning fire. 

The squad found itself stuck under sus- 
tained and heavy fire with a wounded man 
on a narrow crossroad — buildings behind 
them, insurgents hidden in the orchard in 
front of them, and a large puddle from a 
broken water pump in the middle. 

Godby had the troops advance to the 
cover of a mud wall and an irrigation ditch. 
The orange streaks of bullets whizzing in 
every direction grew visible as the light 
faded. 

“That’s when I realized there was a ca- 
sualty and saw the injured Marine, about 
10 yards from where I’d stood,” Jacobson 
would write in her journal. “For the second 
time in my life, I watched a Marine lose his

He was hit with the RPG which blew 
off one of his legs and badly mangled the 
other. ... 

“T hadn’t seen it happen, just heard the 
explosion. I hit the ground and lay as flat as 
I could and shot what I could of the scene.” 

Bernard lay on the ground, two Marines 
standing over him exposed, trying to help. 
A tourniquet on Bernard’s leg broke. A 
medic applied another. 

“T can’t breathe, I can’t breathe,” Ber- 
nard said. 

Troops crawling under the bullets 
dragged him tothe mine-resistant armored 
vehicle that accompanied the patrol.

“He (a Marine) held Bernard’s head in 
his hands when he seemed to go limp and 
tried to keep him awake.

covered, he helped haul Bernard inside the 
vehicle. Bernard was driven back to base 
some 500 yards from there, receiving first 
aid along the way. 

Minutes later, a helicopter evacuated 
him to Camp Leatherneck, the main Ma- 
rine compound in southern Afghanistan. 
His vital signs were stable when he left. 

At the ambush site, the fighting contin- 
ued uninterrupted for 10 to 15 minutes. 
The men could see the grenades coming 
in at them, and even some of the machine 
gunners. They estimated they were facing 
six to eight fighters.

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Gay former sailor says hazing led to PTSD

WASHINGTON — Former Petty Officer 
3rd Class Joseph Rocha says he suffered 
post-traumatic stress disorder after being 
physically and sexually abused by fellow 
sailors over a two-year period. But after a 
Navy investigation into widespread hazing 
allegations within the unit, the only sailor 
discharged was Rocha, because he also ad- 
mitted that he is gay. 

According to documents released by 
Youth Radio this week, Navy investigators 
found dozens of hazing incidents over a 
two-year span at the Military Working Dog 
unit in Naval Support Activity-Bahrain. At 


one point, the documents show, Rocha was 
hog-tied, fed dog food and tossed into a 
dog kennel full of feces. Commanders also 
openly questioned his sexuality and forced 
him to simulate oral sex on other men. 

Following the investigation, Rocha 
sought treatment for PTSD and later ad- 
mitted he is gay, the news outlet reported. 
Shortly thereafter, he was discharged 
under the military’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy, which prohibits homosexual troops 
from serving openly in the ranks. 

However, the commander in charge of 
the unit at the time of the hazing did not 
lose his job, and was recently promoted to 
senior chief, documents show. 


None of the alleged abusers was pun- 
ished, according to the report. 

The news organization received heavily 
redacted copies of the Navy’s investigation 
and findings into the incident, but naval 
officials at the Pentagon said they could 
not comment on details of the case. Calls 
to Navy Region Europe officials, who over- 
saw the Bahrain unit, were not returned. 

According to the reports, commanders 
routinely abused and insulted subordinate 
sailors from 2004 to 2006, until investiga- 
tors began looking into the charges. They 
found at least 93 incidents of abuse, but 
naval officials would not comment on any 
disciplinary action. 


In several cases, male sailors were 
forced to simulate gay sex acts on other 
men, both during public training sessions 
and as punishment for mistakes. In one 
instance, two women in the division were 
handcuffed to a bed and forced to imitate 
lesbian sex while other sailors videotaped 
them. 

In a statement Thursday, Aaron Belkin, 
director of the University of California’s 
Palm Center — which opposes the “don’t 
ask” law — blasted the Navy over the 
incident. 

“Tt is very hard for an organization to get 
rid of abuse as long as discrimination re- 
mains official policy,” he said.

Godby and some of the Ma- 
rines equipped with night-vision 
glasses pushed deeper into the 
orchard, but the insurgents were 
gone. Intelligence pointed to three 
enemy dead, several Marines said, 
but it could not be confirmed. 

That night, officers assembled 
the platoon in a darkened room 
of the rundown house where the 
Marines had camped after taking 
Dahaneh two days earlier. There, 
the officers delivered the news: 
Bernard had died of a blood clot 
in his heart on the operating table. 
He was Company G’s third fatal- 
ity since it arrived in Afghanistan 
in May. 

Bernard was the 19th American 
to die in Afghanistan in August, 
which was the deadliest month for 
American servicemembers in the 
war. Of the 739 Americans killed 
in and around Afghanistan since 
2001, 151 died last year and 180 so 
far this year. 


A son remembered 


Down a rural dirt road in New 
Portland, western Maine, John 
and Sharon Bernard sat on their 
porch and talked about their son. 
Joshua, they said, loved literature 
and showed early interest in the 
Bible and Christianity. 

“He had a very strong faith 
right from the beginning,” his 
mother said. 

His father described him as 
“humble, shy, unassuming — the 
very first to offer help.” 

He didn’t smoke or drink, and 
always opened the door for others. 
His main friends were his church 
group, whom he would visit when 
on leave, and his sister Katy, 20. 

Bernard’s father is a retired 
Marine first sergeant. Three 
weeks before the Aug. 14 ambush 
that killed his son, he had written 
to his congressman, Rep. Michael 
Michaud, expressing frustration 
at what he described as a change 
in the Afghanistan rules of en- 
gagement to one of “spare the ci- 
vilians at all cost.” He called that 
“disgraceful, immoral and fatal” 
to U.S. forces in combat. 

Joshua loved video games and 
snowboarding, and hiked parts 
of the Appalachian Trail with his 
father. He hoped to become a U.S. 
marshal. 

“Service and personal honor” 
is how his father summarized his 
son.

death, as his belongings were 
being packed for shipment to his 
family, Cpl. Joshua Jackson, his 
squad leader, was still referring 
to him in the present tense. 

“He definitely doesn’t hesitate,” 
said Jackson, 23, from Copley, 
Ohio. “He’s very good, he defi- 
nitely has the nerves to do what 
he’s needed to do.” 

He called Bernard “a true- 
heartedly very good guy ... prob- 
ably one of the best guys I’ve 
known in my entire life.” 

The hardest part is “just won- 
dering if there’s something that 
I could have done different, 
or maybe prevented him from 
dying,” Jackson said. “But that’s 
something we’ve all got to deal 
with.” 

It had all gone very quickly. It 
was late afternoon when the Tal- 
iban fired their first RPGs. It was 
dusk when the Marine was driven 
away in the armored vehicle. And 
it was night when the patrol re- 
turning to base saw the dark sil- 
houette of the helicopter that flew 
him away. 

Lance Cpl. Joshua “Bernie” 
Bernard was 21 years old.

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Gates says 
Obama is 

reviewing 
war report

ARLINGTON, Va. — President 
Barack Obama is reviewing the 
long-awaited Afghanistan assess- 
ment, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Thursday, and the two 
will meet early next week to dis- 
cuss strategy. 

The assessment from the top 
U.S. and NATO commander in the 
country, Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, did not call for sending more 
troops to Afghanistan, but that 
could come soon. 

“TI. would 
expect that 
any request 
for addition- 
al resources | 
would follow 
after this | 
process and 
be similarly 
discussed 
by the 
president’s 
national 
security 
team,” he said. 

The U.S. troop strength in Af- 
ghanistan is expected to reach 
68,000 this year, and McChrys- 
tal could ask for up to 45,000 
extra troops, according to media 
reports. 

Gates said he was aware of a 
series of public opinion polls that 
have shown Americans’ increas- 
ingly negative views toward the 
Afghan effort and toward devot- 
ing more U.S. forces. 

“The nation has been at war for 
eight years,” Gates said. 

“The fact that Americans 
would be tired of having of their 
sons and daughters at risk and in 
battle is not surprising. I think 
what is important is for us to be 
able to show over the months to 
come that the president’s strategy 
is succeeding, and that is what 
Gen. McChrystal is putting in 
front of us.” 

Joint Chiefs Chair Adm. Mike 
Mullen said McChrystal has of- 
fered in “frank and candid terms 
how he believes his forces can 
best accomplish the mission the 
president has assigned to him.” 

Details of the assessment have 
not been released. 

“There has been enormous 
focus on troop numbers and time 
lines lately — lots of conjecture, 
lots of speculation.” Mullen said. 
“J understand the interest in 
those things, and it’s legitimate, 
but those numbers represent 
real units, real people and real 
families.” 

The Joint Chiefs have already 
discussed the assessment twice 
and they plan to meet at least once 
more on the matter, he said. 

“My intention is to wrap up our 
review by Friday,” he said. “Our 
job, and it’s one we take very seri- 
ously, is to provide the secretary 
and the president our best mili- 
tary advice.”

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Infantry infusion part of Afghan plan

WASHINGTON — U.S. offi- 
cials are planning to add as many 
as 14,000 combat troops to the 
American force in Afghanistan 
by sending home support staff 
and underutilized soldiers and re- 
placing them with infantry units, 
Defense officials said. 

The plan represents a Key step 
in a drive to beef up U.S.-led forc- 
es as the Obama administration 
presses to counter Taliban gains 
and demonstrate progress amid 
crumbling public support for the 
war effort. 

Forces that could be swapped 
out include units assigned to non- 
combat duty, such as guards or 
lookouts, or those on clerical and 
support squads. 

“Tt makes sense to get rid of the 
clerks and replace them with trig- 
ger-pullers,” said one Pentagon 
official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the plans 
have not been announced. 

The changes will not offset 
the potential need for additional 
troops in the future, but could re-

duce the size of any request from 
Army Gen. Stanley A. McChrys- 
tal, the top U.S. and allied com- 
mander, officials said. 

The plan reflects the view that 
after eight years of war, much of 
the military bureaucracy that has 


built up no longer serves a useful 
purpose. Services performed by 
soldiers that are no longer consid- 
ered crucial could be outsourced 
to contractors or eliminated, offi- 
cials said. 

However, the change is likely 


to increase the number of private 
contractors in the war zone, a 
source of controversy in Iraq and 
a growing issue in Afghanistan. 

The move comes as McChrys- 
tal this week submitted a broad 
assessment of the Afghan war 
effort, calling the situation there 
“serious.” Details of the assess- 
ment remain secret, but officials 
said it did not contain a request 
for more troops. Such a request 
could be submitted in coming 
weeks. 

The planned changes in the 
U.S. troop mix are part of what 
military officials call a “force op- 
timization” review, a critical mid- 
step between the assessment and 
a request for additional troops, 
designed to ensure the existing 
force is operating as efficiently 
as possible. 

Defense officials said they did 
not know how many positions 
and jobs might be eliminated 
until the review was completed. 
But two officials estimated the 
total could be between 6,000 and 
14,000 troops.

August’s Iraqi death 


toll worst of 2009 
BAGHDAD — Insurgent at- 
tacks produced the highest 


monthly death toll among Iraqis 
in 13 months, according to Iraqi 
government figures, with August 
marred by suicide bombings in 
the north and a high-profile as- 
sault on government ministries in 
Baghdad. 

The spike in violence stoked 
concern that security is dete- 
riorating with the withdrawal of 
most U.S. troops from Iraqi cities 
on June 30 and the approach of 
national elections in January. 

A total of 456 Iraqi civilians and 
security personnel were killed in 
attacks in August, the Iraqi gov- 
ernment figures show. It was the 
deadliest month since July 2008, 
when 465 Iraqis died violently, 
though the tally was far lower 
than the height of the civil war in 
2006 and 2007 when the monthly 
death toll sometimes soared past 
2,000. Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki has blamed the attacks 
on elements of late dictator Sad- 
dam Hussein’s Baath Party.

The embassy “will continue to take every 
possible step to ensure the safety and security 
of American Embassy personnel, while re- 
specting the values of all Afghans, Americans 
and contract employees and visitors from 
other countries,” a statement said. 

The ArmorGroup security personnel guard 
the gates to the embassy road and perimeter 
and screen visitors. The Project on Govern- 
ment Oversight, an independent watchdog 
group, said the nearly 450 ArmorGroup 
guards live and work in an oppressive en- 
vironment in which they are subjected to 
hazing and other inappropriate behavior by 
supervisors. 

In at least one case, supervisors brought 


prostitutes into the quarters where the guards 
live, a serious breach of security and disci- 
pline, the group said this week. 

In other instances, members of the guard 
force drew Afghans into activities forbidden 
by Muslims, such as drinking alcoholic bever- 
ages, it said. 

The situation led to a breakdown of morale 
and leadership that has compromised secu- 
rity at the embassy, where nearly 1,000 U.S. 
diplomats, staff and Afghan nationals work, 
according to the nonprofit group. 

The embassy has been targeted in insur- 
gent rocket attacks, and suicide bombs have 
exploded at or near its gates. Militant attacks 
have risen across Afghanistan the last three 
years.

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Gunmen shoot 1/7 dead at Mexican rehab

CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
— Gunmen broke into a drug re- 
habilitation center and killed 17 
in a particularly bloody day in 
Mexico’s relentless drug war. The 
brazen attack followed the kill- 
ing of the No. 2 security official 
in President Felipe Calderon’s 
home state. 

The attackers on Wednesday 
broke down the door of El Alivi- 
ane center in Ciudad Juarez, 
lined up their victims against a 
wall and opened fire, said Arturo 
Sandoval, a spokesman for the 
regional prosecutors’ office. At 
least five people were injured. 

Authorities had no immediate 
suspects or information on the 
victims. Ciudad Juarez, across 
the border from El Paso, Texas, 
is Mexico’s most violent city, with 
at least 1,400 people killed this 
year alone. 

Dozens of sobbing relatives 
rushed to the rehabilitation cen- 
ter to find out if their loved ones 
were among the dead. Soldiers 
and federal agents patrolled the 
streets surrounding the center in 
the Bellavista neighborhood. 

Calderon sent thousands more 
troops and federal police to Ciu- 
dad Juarez earlier this year, but 
the surge has done little to stem 
the raging violence. 

The city is home to the Juarez 
drug cartel, which is battling 
other gangs for trafficking and

dealing turf. 

The government is struggling 
to revamp Ciudad Juarez’s police 
force, which is plagued by cor- 
ruption and the assassination of 
many of its officers. Other police 
have quit the force out of fear of 
being targeted. 


Earlier, gunmen killed the No. 
2 security official and three other 
people in Calderon’s home state 
of Michoacan, where the govern- 
ment is locked in an intensifying 
battle with the ruthless La Fa- 
milia cartel, blamed for a string 
of assassinations of police and 


soldiers. 

Jose Manuel Revuelta, who was 
promoted less than two weeks 
ago to state deputy public safety 
director, is the highest-ranking 
government official killed in the 
wave of assassinations sweep- 
ing Michoacan, the cradle of La 


Familia. 

Attackers drove up alongside 
Revuelta as he headed home and 
opened fire, state Attorney Gen- 
eral Jesus Montejano said. 

Revuelta tried to speed away, 
but only made it a few blocks be- 
fore he was intercepted by two 
vehicles. 

Six gunmen got out and sprayed 
Revuelta’s car with bullets, kill- 
ing him, two bodyguards and a 
truck driver caught in the cross- 
fire, Montejano said. 

Soldiers and federal police have 
intensified their fight against La 
Familia since accusing the cartel 
of killing 18 federal agents and 
two soldiers last month. In the 
worst attack, 12 federal agents 
were slain and their tortured 
bodies piled along a roadside as a 
warning. 

It was the boldest cartel attack 
yet on Mexico’s government. Au- 
thorities said say La Familia was 
retaliating for the arrest of one of 
its top members. Calderon first 
launched his crackdown against 
drug cartels in Michoacan, send- 
ing thousands of federal police 
and soldiers to his home state 
after taking office in late 2006. 
Tens of thousands more have 
since been deployed to drug hot- 
spots across Mexico. 

Drug gang violence has since 
surged, claiming more _ than 
13,500 lives, including more than 
1,000 police officers. 
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Court orders renewed 
probe in Russian slaying 


MOSCOW — Russia’s Supreme 
Court reversed a lower court and 
granted a request for a broader 
probe into the slaying of reporter 
Anna Politkovskaya, who was 
gunned down in Moscow in 2006. 

Politkovskaya’s children have 
criticized the state for focusing on 
three suspects accused of minor 
roles in the shooting, saying jus- 
tice won’t be done until the gun- 
man and the mastermind of the 
slaying are found and punished. 

Lawyer Karinna Moskalenko, 
who represents Politkovskaya’s 
family, emphasized the new rul- 
ing did not dispel concerns about 
the government’s’ willingness 
to conduct a complete, honest 
probe that rights advocates be- 
lieve could lead back to people in 
power. “Whether the Prosecutor 
General’s office will use this new 
opportunity we cannot say,” she 
said. “We can only hope.” 


Indian politician killed 
in helicopter crash 


HYDERABAD, India — Res- 
cuers retrieved the _ bodies 
Thursday of an Indian politician 
and four others whose helicopter 
crashed in dense jungles during a 
pounding rainstorm. 

The helicopter — carrying 
Y.S.R. Reddy, chief minister of 
Andhra Pradesh state — lost con- 
tact with air traffic controllers 
Wednesday morning, setting off 
a 24-hour search operation. Air 
force helicopters found the crash 
site Thursday morning, by track- 
ing a mobile phone signal. 

A devout Christian in Hindu- 
majority India, Reddy worked 
his way into the Congress leader- 
ship over the past three decades 
by taking up the cause of poor 
farmers and landless laborers. 
He won a second term in office in 
May elections. 


Jury told teen sought 
explosives for massacre 


LONDON — A British jury has 
been told that a teenager accused 
of plotting a Columbine-inspired 
school massacre tried to buy 
an ingredient for a homemade 
bomb. 

Phillipa Knowles _ testified 
Thursday that classmate Mat- 
thew Swift, 18, had asked her 
to buy him hydrogen peroxide, 
saying he wanted it to make 
explosives. 

Prosecutors say Swift and Ross 
McKnight, 16, planned to bomb 
a shopping center before killing 
teachers and students at their 
school on the 10th anniversary of 
the April 1999 massacre in Colo- 
rado. They say the pair dubbed 
the plot “Project Rainbow” and 
boasted it would be “the greatest 
massacre ever.” 


Dictator’s son declared 
winner in Gabon vote 


LIBREVILLE, Gabon — The 
eldest son of Gabon’s late dicta- 
tor, Omar Bongo, was declared 
the winner of weekend presiden- 
tial elections, triggering allega- 
tions of fraud. 

Within hours of the announce- 
ment by the country’s interior 
minister, the French Consulate 
in Port Gentil, 100 miles south 
of Libreville, was torched and 
nearby shops ransacked, a local 
TV station reported.

LOS CABOS, Mexico — A once-dangerous 
and powerful Hurricane Jimena mellowed 
into a wet and windy tropical storm Thurs- 
day, bringing much needed rain to Mexico’s 
drought-stricken Baja California peninsula. 

Forecasters still warned Thursday of 
flash floods and large waves, but even those 
were expected to gradually subside. 

Earlier this week, tourists evacuated and 
residents sought shelter as Jimena roared to- 


ward the multimillion-dollar resorts of Los 
Cabos as a Category 4 hurricane, with winds 
topping 150 mph. But the beaches and con- 
dominiums where Hollywood stars vacation 
year-round were mostly spared, and the hur- 
ricane has since moved its way north ripping 
off some roofs and toppling power poles in 
smaller farm towns and fishing villages. 
Loreto, the nearest significant resort 
town to the area where Jimena made land- 
fall, suffered some damage to homes and 
streets, as well as Ciudad Constitucion, an 
inland town. But a few days in, the benefits 


of this Pacific storm were starting to out- 
weigh the damage. 

“Fortunately, this kind of weather phe- 
nomenon we’re going through transports a 
lot of water,” National Water Commissioner 
Jose Luis Luege Tamargo told the Cabo Mill 
radio station. “This rain undoubtedly will 
fill up the aquifers of the whole region.” 

Jimena was not expected to provide any 
relief from fierce wildfires in Southern 
California, however, accoridng to Dennis 
Feltgen, a spokesman for the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center in Miami. 


Japan's premier: U.S. alliance 
is central to foreign policy

TOKYO — Japan’s incoming 
Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama 
reassured U.S. leaders Thursday 
that their security alliance re- 
mains the foundation of its for- 
eign policy, despite pre-election 
promises that Tokyo would seek a 
more independent path. 

Hatoyama’s Democratic Party 
of Japan, meanwhile, neared an 
agreement with two smaller par- 
ties Thursday on launching a co- 
alition to push aside the outgoing 
Liberal Democratic Party, rein in 
the national bureaucracy, and set 
a new course for the world’s sec- 
ond-largest economy. 

The party won 308 of the 480 
seats in the powerful lower house 
of parliament in Sunday’s elec- 
tions. The landslide victory ended 
decades of rule by the Liberal 
Democrats. 

Hatoyama, to be installed as 
premier on Sept. 16, spoke with 


President Barack Obama by tele- 
phone early Thursday and then 
paid a visit to Washington’s new 
ambassador to Japan for his first 
discussions with any diplomats 
here. 

Hatoyama assured Obama the 
U.S.-Japan security alliance re- 
mains the “foundation” of Japan’s 
foreign policy. 

“The talks were cordial,” 
Hatoyama told reporters Thurs- 
day. “I think we will have good 
relations.” 

During the election campaign, 
Hatoyama said he would end Ja- 
pan’s refueling operations in the 
Indian Ocean in support of U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan, and ques- 
tioned plans to relocate a U.S. 
Marine air station on the south- 
ern island of Okinawa. 

He later toned down his rheto- 
ric, insisting the U.S.-Japan al- 
liance is vital to Tokyo’s foreign 
relations — a point he stressed in 
his phone call with Obama and 
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Democratic Party of Japan leader 
Yukio Hatoyama stands in front 

a poster of himself Thursday in 
Tokyo. The Japanese words say 
“change of government.” 


his meeting with Ambassador 
John Roos. 

Under pressure from coalition 
partners such as the Social Dem- 
ocratic Party, which is expected 
to be a part of Hatoyama’s yet- 
to-be-named Cabinet, he has said 
he will let the refueling mission 
end when its mandate finishes in 
January.

Syringe attacks 
in China spark 
new protests

BEIJING — Hundreds of 
Chinese protested deteriorating 
public safety Thursday after a 
series of syringe attacks further 
unnerved residents in Urumqi 
where ethnic rioting in July killed 
nearly 200 people. 

Residents reached by telephone 
said hundreds marched peace- 
fully in the city, waving flags, de- 
manding local Communist Party 
leaders step down and shouting 
“severely punish the hooligans,” 
a reference to the July 5 rioters. 

Thursday’s protest came after 
days of rumors that gangs roamed 
the city stabbing mostly Han 
people with hypodermic needles, 
scaring residents. City officials 
and state media confirmed the 
attacks, saying 21 had been de- 
tained. A report said 476 people 
sought treatment for stabbing, 
though only 89 had obvious signs 
of being pricked.

“Everything is gone, my wife, 
my old father-in-law and my 
house ... now I just hope to find 
the bodies of my family,” 34-year- 
old farmer Ahmad Suhana said 
as he pried at giant stones with a 
crowbar.

affected district in West Java 
province, which President Susilo 
Bambang Yudhoyono visited 
Thursday. Police, military per- 
sonnel and villagers used their 
hands to remove rubble. 

Yudhoyono cautioned rescue 
workers to be wary of dozens of 
aftershocks “although they are 
becoming less powerful.” He 
pledged $500,000 in national as- 
sistance to help victims. 

More than 24,800 homes, of- 
fices, schools and mosques were 
damaged, about 10,000 seriously, 
the Disaster Management Agency 
said on its Web site. At least 3,100 
people were forced into tempo- 
rary shelters, and the Red Cross 
said it distributed 1,500 tents, as 
well as blankets, clean water and 
other provisions. 

Some rural areas, particularly 
along the southern coast, could 
not be reached by telephone and 
there may be more victims and 
damage, officials said. 
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Many of the deaths and injuries 
were caused by falling debris or 
collapsed structures. 

The death toll continued to rise 
Thursday. More than a dozen bod- 
ies were dug out of the rubble in 
Cianjur district, where a landslide 
buried a row of homes in the vil- 
lage of Cikangkareng. 

Villagers were searching for 
more than 30 friends and rela- 
tives listed as missing and feared 
dead. 

Maskana Sumitra, a district 
administrator, said 11 houses 
and a mosque were buried by the 
landslide. 

“The chance of survival is so 
slim ... but we have to find them,” 
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Sumitra said. 

When the quake struck Wednes- 
day afternoon, it was felt hundreds 
of miles away on the neighboring 
resort island of Bali. 

In the capital, Jakarta, 125 
miles north of the underwater 
epicenter, thousands of pan- 
icked office workers flooded out 
of swaying skyscrapers onto the 
streets, some of them screaming. 

A tsunami warning was issued 
after the quake but was lifted an 
hour later. 

Hospitals in towns and cities 
across West Java quickly filled 
with scores of injured people, 
most with broken bones and cuts.

n Germany, Erika Steinbach 

is hardly a household name. 

But in neighboring Poland 

she is a national hate figure, 

caricatured on magazine covers 
as a Nazi in SS uniform. 

Her offense, in Polish eyes, is 
that she claims to speak for the 
millions of ethnic Germans who 
were expelled from their homes 
in Poland and elsewhere in east- 
ern Europe after World War II. 
These accusers say she is revis- 
ing history and drawing a moral 
parallel between the cruelties the 
Germans inflicted and the suffer- 
ings they later endured. 

The recriminations go to the 
heart of the resentments that still 
bubble up from the war that broke 
out with Hitler’s attack on Poland 
on Sept. 1, 1939. 

As Polish, German and Russian 
leaders joined Tuesday to mark 
the anniversary, Polish-German 
relations are at one level an idyll 
of open borders and shared mem- 
bership in the prosperous, demo- 
cratic European Union. 

But at another level, they are 
one rancorous episode after an- 
other: a Polish prime minister 
demanding greater voting power 
in European forums to make up 
for Poland’s war-related loss of 
population; a German magazine 
article that stirs Polish outrage 
by saying Germany had the will- 
ing help of Poles and others in 
executing its genocidal actions; 
and now anew museum in Berlin, 
championed by Steinbach, that 
will exhibit the hardships of the

world’s refugees through history. 

Steinbach, 67, strenuously de- 
nies minimizing Poland’s afflic- 
tions. But she is a lightning rod 
for Poles’ fears that future gen- 
erations of Germans will grow up 
in a historical muddle about the 
war and its aftermath. 

What irks the Poles most is 
Steinbach and her Federation of 
the Expellees, the group that de- 
mands recognition of the suffer- 
ing inflicted on some 14 million 
Germans when the postwar bor- 
ders were redrawn and they were 
driven out of their homes. 

When Steinbach pushed for the 
Berlin museum, Poland’s govern- 
ment was indignant, seeing it as a 
sign that Germans were trying to 
play down their crimes and high- 
light their own suffering and re- 
sistance to Hitler’s regime. 

“We don’t like these activi- 
ties,’ said Romualda Tudrej, an 
82-year-old woman who fought 
in Poland’s anti-Nazi resistance. 
“The Germans are unfortunately 
changing history a little. There’s 
a new generation now, and this 
generation wants to have heroes 

and not the bandits 
that it actually had 
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for ancestors.” 

As tempers rose, Poland lobbied 
to block Steinbach’s appointment 
to head the board of the planned 
museum. It would be tantamount 
to putting a Holocaust denier in 
charge of relations with Israel, 
charged Wladyslaw Bartosze- 
wski, an Auschwitz survivor and 
Polish government representa- 
tive on German issues, in an in- 
terview with Poland’s Dziennik 
newspaper. 

After much discussion between 
Warsaw and Berlin, Poland last 
year consented to a German 
government-backed museum in 
Berlin to be called the “Center 
against Expulsions.” 

At a gathering of Steinbach’s 
federation Aug. 23, German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel de- 
fended the idea, saying that the 
history of flight and expulsions is 
“part of our national identity and 
part of our shared cultural mem- 
ory.” But she insisted it did not 
mean Germany wants to dimin- 
ish its responsibility for starting 
the war. 

“We will not forget: This was 
a direct consequence of the Ger- 
man war and the Nazi tyranny,”

she said. “Yes, we admit our re- 
sponsibility for the darkest chap- 
ter in Germany’s history — there 
is no reinterpretation of history.” 

Many Poles are still not con- 
vinced, and to them, Steinbach’s 
own biography is salt in their 
wounds: Her family was not na- 
tive to Poland but came there 
when her father was assigned to 
the German occupation forces as 
a Luftwaffe technician. 

Steinbach’s supporters say she 
is being maligned. They note that 
she has distanced herself from 
even more controversial efforts 
by a tiny number of Germans to 
regain prewar family property 
now in Poland. 

To most Germans, the expelled 
are a marginal issue, of relevance 
only to an elderly, dwindling group, 
and the Poles’ fears tend to be seen 
as exaggerated or unfounded. 

They can point to the hundreds 
of memorials across Germany 
honoring victims of the Nazis, 
the compensation Germany 
paid to millions of Hitler’s 
victims, the more than 
$22 billion invested 
by Germans in 
Poland SINCE puis 
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A building in Warsaw ~ 
still bears scars from yy

Relations are much better be- 
tween younger Poles and Ger- 
mans, especially those who have 
studied or worked in each other’s 
countries. 

“T have nothing against Ger- 
mans,” said Piotr Roguski, 39, a 
real estate agent in Warsaw. “For 
me, contemporary Germans and 
the Germans of World War II are 
two different things.” 

Angelica Schwall-Dueren, of

with Chinese 


Military training aimed at easing 
fears about China's growing power

SYDNEY — Australia and the 
United States will invite China to 
take part in joint military exer- 
cises to help ease fears about Chi- 
na’s growing military power and 
improve ties, the top U.S. military 
officer in the Pacific was quoted 
as Saying in a report Thursday. 

U.S. Adm. Timothy Keating 
and Australian Defense Force 
Commander Angus Houston met 
in Sydney this week and agreed 
to approach China’s Ministry of 
National Defense about holding 
joint naval and land exercises 
“at the earliest opportunity,” The 
Sydney Morning Herald quoted 
Keating as saying. 

Concerns about China’s mili- 
tary expansion and _ strained 
relations between Beijing and 
Canberra highlight the need for 
improved military and diplomat- 
ic ties, Keating said. 

“We are anxious to engage with 
them,” the newspaper quoted him 
as saying. “We want to under- 


stand much better than we do 
now China’s intentions.” 

On Wednesday, Keating said 
that the U.S. had resumed talks 
with China’s military for the first 
time in 10 months, amid con- 
cerns in Washington over some 
of the weapons systems Beijing is 
developing. 

Keating said the talks, which 
started over the weekend, were 
a “positive signal that China is 
willing to engage” and would be 
instrumental in understanding 
“where they intend to go with 
their weapons systems and how 
we can avoid them becoming a 
threat.” 

He said some of the weapons 
and military capabilities “don’t 
appear to us to support their no- 
tion of peaceful rise and harmoni- 
ous integration, so we will watch 
carefully with many others to see 
how that development unfolds.” 

The Chinese Embassy in Can- 
berra said it was not authorized 
to comment on the proposed 
exercises.

Pfizer fined $2.3B f

WASHINGTON — Federal 
prosecutors hit Pfizer Inc. with 
a record-breaking $2.3 billion 
in fines Wednesday and called 
the world’s largest drugmaker a 
repeating corporate cheat for il- 
legal drug promotions that plied 
doctors with free golf, massages, 
and resort junkets. 

Announcing the penalty as a 
warning to all drug manufactur- 
ers, Justice Department officials 
said the overall settlement is the 
largest ever paid by a drug com- 
pany for alleged violations of 
federal drug rules, and the $1.2 
billion criminal fine is the largest 
ever in any U.S. criminal case. 

The total includes $1 billion in 
civil penalties and a $100 million 
criminal forfeiture. 

Authorities called Pfizer a 
repeat offender, noting it is the 
company’s fourth such settlement 
of government charges in the last 
decade. 

Officials said the U.S. industry 
has paid out more than $11 billion 
in such settlements over the past 
decade, but one consumer advo- 
cate voiced hope that Wednes- 
day’s penalty was so big it would 
curb the abuses.

SEC inspector general claims 
agency bungled Madoff probes

WASHINGTON — Pushing 
past years of “red flags,” inves- 
tigators at the Securities and 
Exchange Commission bungled 
their probes of Bernard Madoff 
so badly that his multibillion-dol- 
lar fraud not only flourished but 
he used the exams to suck in new 
investors, an agency watchdog 
declared Wednesday. 

The report by the SEC inspec- 
tor general shows that no smok- 
ing gun of corruption was found 
in the agency’s conduct toward 
the disgraced financier. 

Instead it painted a grim pic- 
ture of an agency hobbled by in- 
competence — failing to pursue 
the most obvious leads — that 
cleared the way for Madoff to 
continue operating what could be 
the biggest Ponzi scheme in U.S. 
history for more than a decade. 

One of the most striking points 
in the report is that the investi- 
gations actually may have made 
things worse. 

“Madoff proactively informed 
potential investors that the SEC 
had examined his operations” 
and found nothing amiss, it says. 

The fact that three SEC inspec- 
tions and two investigations failed 
to detect the fraud gave credibil- 
ity to Madoff’s operations and en- 
couraged more people to give him 
their money. 

The report by inspector gen- 


eral David Kotz cites no evidence 
of improper ties between agency 
officials and Madoff, nor of se- 
nior SEC officials trying to influ- 
ence the agency’s probes of his 
business. 

Speculation had raged in De- 
cember, when Madoff confessed 
to the scheme, that the financier’s 
influence and ties to the SEC as a 
prominent Wall Street figure had 
prompted agency officials to pull 
their punches in investigations of 
his business. 

The SEC enforcement staff 
“almost immediately caught 
[Madoff] in lies and misrepre- 
sentations but failed to follow up 
on inconsistencies” and rejected 
whistleblowers’ offers to provide 
additional evidence, the report 
says. 

“The fact that for 16 years [the 
SEC] had on blinders and ear- 
muffs is mind-numbing,” said 
Jacob Frenkel, a former SEC at- 
torney and federal prosecutor 
now in private law practice. 

Four high-ranking SEC offi- 
cials who were lambasted over 
the Madoff affair at a congres- 
sional hearing in February — in- 
cluding the enforcement director 
and the head of the inspections 
office — have left the agency. 

SEC Chairman Mary Schapiro, 
appointed by President Barack 
Obama, took the helm in January. 
Enforcement efforts have been 
strengthened, and the agency has 
started a number of initiatives 


Bextra, as treatments for medical 
conditions different from those 
the drugs had been approved for.

Madoff, who pleaded guilty in 
March, has begun serving a 150- 
year sentence in federal prison 
in North Carolina for a pyramid 
scheme that destroyed thousands 
of people’s life savings, wrecked 
charities and gave the financial 
system yet another big jolt. The le- 
gions of investors who lost money 


included Hollywood celebrities, 
ordinary people and famous 
names in business and sports 
— as well as big hedge funds, in- 
ternational banks and charitable 
foundations worldwide. 

Revelations in December of the 
SEC’s failure to uncover Madoff’s 
massive scheme over more than a 
decade touched off one of the most 
painful scandals in the agency’s 
79-year history.

NEW YORK — Sex and scan- 
dal have not been enough to make 
major sellers out of books about 
Bernard Madoff. 

According to Nielsen Book- 
Scan, neither a much-discussed 
tell-all by alleged ex-mistress Sh- 
eryl Weinstein nor a recent wave 
of biographies about the impris- 
oned financier have caught on 
with the public. 

Weinstein’s “Madoff’s Other 
Secret,” a tabloid favorite pub- 
lished last month by St. Martin’s 
Press, has sold just 2,000 copies. 
As of Wednesday night, it ranked 
No. 3,506 on Amazon.com. 

Jerry Oppenheimer’s “Madoff 
With the Money” has sold 1,000 
copies. Gerard and Deborah 
Strober’s “Catastrophe” and 
Andrew Kirtzman’s “Betrayal” 
each sold 3,000. Erin Arvedlund’s 
“Too Good To Be True” has been 
slightly more successful, selling 
5,000 copies. 

Nielsen BookScan tracks about 
70 percent to 75 percent of the 
market.

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Pair is accused of 
violating U.S. ban on 
arms sales to Iran

WASHINGTON — A Belgian 
man has been arrested for trying 
to purchase fighter jet engines 
and other parts for Iran in viola- 
tion of the U.S. trade embargo on 
that country. 

Justice Department officials 
said Wednesday that Jacques 
Monsieur, a citizen of Belgium 
and a resident of France, was 
taken into custody Friday in New 
York on charges he conspired 
with an Iranian, Dara Fotouhi, 
to buy engines and parts for the 
F-5 fighter jet. 

Prosecutors charged that the 
pair are experienced arms deal- 
ers who have been working with 
the Iranian government to obtain 
military items. 

Under the terms of the U.S. 
trade embargo with Iran, such 
items may not be exported there 
without express permission from 
the U.S. government. 

Authorities say Monsieur 
contacted a person he thought 
could supply him with the jet 
engines and parts, but the con- 
tact actually was an undercover 
investigator. 

Monsieur allegedly planned to 
hide the engines’ true destina- 
tion by claiming they were being 
sent to Colombia instead of Iran. 

In July, according to court pa- 
pers, Monsieur contacted an un- 


dercover agent offering $110,000 
for jet parts and a $300,000 down 
payment for two of the fighter jet 
engines.

Troopergate figure files 
for Alaska governor run 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska — State 
Sen. Hollis French, a major fig- 
ure in last fall’s Troopergate in- 
vestigation, has filed paperwork 
to run for governor of Alaska. 

The Democrat oversaw the in- 
vestigation that looked into for- 
mer Gov. Sarah Palin’s firing of 
her public safety commissioner. 

Palin fired Walt Monegan 
in July 2008. State lawmakers 
launched a $100,000 investigation 
to determine if Palin dismissed 
Monegan because he would not 
fire her ex-brother-in-law, a state 
trooper involved in a messy cus- 
tody battle with Palin’s sister. 

The investigation concluded 
Palin did abuse her power of of- 
fice but the firing was legal be- 
cause Monegan was an at-will 
employee. 


Terminally ill Manson 
follower denied parole 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif.—Susan 
Atkins, the terminally ill Charles 
Manson follower who admitted 
fatally stabbing actress Sharon 
Tate 40 years ago, lost what was 
likely to be her last bid for free- 
dom Wednesday. 

Atkins, 61, who suffers from 
brain cancer, slept through most 
of the four-hour hearing during 
which her husband-lawyer plead- 
ed for her release and families of 
victims of the Sharon Tate-Labi- 
anca killings urged that she be 
kept behind bars until she dies. 

Debra Tate, sister of the actress 
who was 8% months pregnant 
when she was killed, told the pa- 
role commissioners: “I will pray 
for her soul when she draws her 
last breath, but until then I think 
she should remain in this con- 
trolled situation.” 


Obama aims for control 
of health care debate 


WASHINGTON — Hoping to 
salvage his politically endangered 
health care overhaul, President 
Barack Obama will give a State 
of the Union-style address featur- 
ing fresh and more detailed argu- 
ments for revamping the system. 

Scheduling of the speech for 
Wednesday, just a day after law- 
makers return from their August 
recess, underscores the determi- 
nation of the White House to con- 
front critics of Obama’s overhaul 
proposals and to buck up support- 
ers thrown on the defensive. 

Allies have been urging the 
president to be more specific 
about his plans and to take a 
greater role in the debate, and 
aides have signaled he will do 
that in the address to Congress.

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Crews make progress against fires 


Flare-up forces 
25 to evacuate

LOS ANGELES — Gov. Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger toured a 
fire-ravaged community Thurs- 
day where a wildfire left dozens 
of homes in ruins, encountering 
piles of twisted metal and rubble 
as firefighters began to bring the 
blaze under greater control. 

The blaze was 38 percent con- 
tained Thursday, up from 28 per- 
cent the previous day. The fire 
now measures 147,440 acres and 
is one of the largest wildfires in 
Southern California history. 

Schwarzenegger talked to resi- 
dents about their losses and later 
thanked firefighters for all of their 
work in putting out the flames. 
Despite the overall progress 
against the fire, firefighters dealt 
with a flare-up overnight in a re- 
mote canyon as strong downslope 
winds “just kind of blew the fire 
up,” said U.S. Forest Service of- 
ficial John Huschke. Twenty-five 
people in 11 homes were evacu- 
ated in the canyon area. 

The wildfire, now in its eighth 
day, has destroyed 64 homes, 
burned three people and left two 
firefighters dead. During the 
night, a firefighter injured his leg 
when he fell 20 feet from a cliff 
and was taken to a hospital by a 
medical helicopter, officials said. 
He was in stable condition. 

Full containment was expected 
Sept. 15, meaning fire officials ex- 
pect that they will have the blaze 
completely surrounded by then. 

Firefighters have been assault- 
ing the fire from the air to com- 
plement efforts on the ground. 

“We’re changing the pace and 
treating this as a marathon,” 
U.S. Forest Service incident com- 
mander Mike Dietrich said. “Tf it 
were a 26-mile race, we’d only be 
at mile six.”

Governor demands response to water crisis

The Republican governor sent a letter de- 
manding a federal response to the state’s prior 
requests to hold talks about reduced supplies 
from the Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta, the del- 
icate ecosystem that serves as the main conduit 
moving water from north to south. 

A three-year drought is to blame for the bulk 
of the state’s current water shortages, and it has 
caused cities to ration their supplies and farmers 
to fallow a quarter-million acres. 

The environmental restrictions, which were 
designed to protect the estuary’s struggling fish 
populations, also have limited the amount of 
water pumped to Southern California residents 


been pressing the federal government to rewrite 
plans protecting species like the chinook salmon 
in a way that will lessen impacts on the water 
supply. 

Idled farmworkers have driven the unemploy- 
ment rate to nearly 40 percent in some dry pock- 
ets of the fertile San Joaquin Valley. 

“What is the path forward so we can protect 
the species as well as the economy?” said Cali- 
fornia Department of Water Resources Director 
Lester Snow. “If they have a better way of doing 
this, they need to come forward with that better 
way.” 

An attorney for the Natural Resources Defense 
Council, which has sued to protect the fish, said 
the restrictions were based on sound science, 
and would help support commercial fishermen, 
who have not been able to fish for two seasons 
because salmon have been so scarce. 





Biden defends government’s stimulus plan

WASHINGTON — Defending a 
costly plan to revitalize the econ- 
omy, Vice President Joe Biden on 
Thursday said the government’s 
sweeping stimulus effort “is in 
fact working” despite steady Re- 
publican criticism and _ public 
skepticism. 

“The recovery act has played 
a significant role in changing the 
trajectory of our economy, and 
changing the conversation in this 
country,” Biden said. “Instead of 
talking about the beginning of a 
depression, we are talking about 
the end of a recession.” 

Nearly 200 days into the effort, 
Biden delivered an upbeat report 
card about the $787 billion res- 
cue effort that President Barack 
Obama pushed through Congress. 
He quoted estimates by private 
analysts that the plan has created 
or saved 500,000 to 750,000 jobs 


so far. But many millions remain 
out of work. 

The effectiveness of the two- 
year program is a matter of sharp 
political debate, and Biden sought 
to counter critics with a listing of 
tangible results. 

“One of the criticisms is that 
it is simply a grab bag of differ- 
ent programs,” Biden said in a 
speech at The Brookings Insti- 
tution. “But the fact that the re- 
covery act is multifaceted doesn’t 
reflect a lack of design, it is the 
design.” 

The stimulus package is a mix 
of tax cuts, increased spending on 
Medicaid and huge investments 
in infrastructure, education, en- 
ergy projects and more. 

The White House is eager to 
promote signs of progress as the 
economy lumbers out of reces- 
sion. Many economists warn that 
the unemployment rate will keep 
rising until at least next summer, 
and it is that measure — the loss 


or creation of jobs — by which 
many Americans decide whether 
economic life is getting better. 

The Republican Party criti- 
cized Biden’s speech. 

“The Democrats’ rhetoric 
on their economic experiment 
doesn’t match with the reality of 
millions of Americans remaining 
unemployed,” said Republican 
Party chief Michael Steele. “The 
stimulus was an economic exper- 
iment that failed Americans.” 

Obama’s Council of Economic 
Advisers on Sept. 10 will report 
an updated projection of the num- 
ber of jobs created or saved be- 
cause of the stimulus plan. Biden 
said he expected it will back up 
his predictions of 150,000 jobs 
in the first 100 days and another 
600,000 formed or saved over the 
second 100 days of the act. 

Biden said so far, the law is 
“doing more, faster, more effi- 
ciently, and more effectively than 
most expected.”

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15 years later, town still 


feeling out Cobain tributes

ABERDEEN, Wash. — “T sing 
and play the guitar,” Kurt Cobain 
once said, “and I’m a walking, 
talking bacterial infection.” 

Is it any wonder the good citi- 
zens of Aberdeen have had mixed 
feelings, some loving, some remi- 
niscent of stepping on shards of 
glass, when it comes to claiming 
the Nirvana front man as one of 
their own? 

Fifteen years after the suicide 
that ended the legendary musi- 
cian’s drug-fueled life at age 27, 
Aberdeen has the title of one of 
Cobain’s songs, “Come as You 
Are,” posted at the entrance to 
town. 

The local museum offers a 
walking-tour map of important 
locales from Cobain’s childhood. 
And an unofficial park has been 
established next to the bridge 
under which Cobain hung out 
and wrote songs. 

Recently, a granite plaque of 
Cobain sayings was installed at 
the park. Not only the one about 
being an infection — that was 
Kurt being Kurt — but also the 
one about how “drugs are bad for 
you, they will ... you up,” using a 
word the Aberdeen Daily World 
called “the F bomb.” 

Lines were drawn. 

“1’m no prude, but I don’t think 
that’s the kind of thing we want 
to see on city property,” said Bill 
Simpson, mayor of this logging 
and fishing town. 

Some argued that Cobain’s 
frank warning about drugs was 
a good thing to convey to young 
people. 

“The majority of the people 
who are going to make their way 
down there, it’s not like that’s 
the first time they’re ever going 
to see that word,” said Council- 
man Paul Fritts, co-founder 
of the Kurt Cobain Memorial 
Committee. 

Amid the dust-up, the masonry 
company that etched the offend- 
ing word in the granite etched 
out the last three letters. 
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Recently, the City Council 


voted unanimously to accept the 
revamped monument. Officials 
also approved the table, benches 
and memorial signs that former 
lumber mill worker Tori Kovach 
installed at the base of the bridge, 
near his riverfront home. 

It is perhaps a testament to the 
enduring spirit of grunge rock 
that someone almost immediately 
penciled in the missing letters. 

“A concession has been made 
to those with genteel sensibili- 
ties. And, hopefully, that will pla- 
cate them. Everyone else thinks 
it’s either sad or hilarious,” Ko- 
vach said. 

The 66-year-old retiree, bald 
and bespectacled, lives in a care- 
fully restored house filled with 
antiques and bric-a-brac that he 
shares with his wife and a long- 
haired dachshund. 

By his own admission, Kovach 
doesn’t fit the profile of the typi- 
cal Nirvana fan. 

He wasn’t one, he said, until 
he listened to some of the band’s 
acoustic arrangements and real- 
ized that the young man reviled 
as a druggie and reprobate by 
many in Aberdeen’s older gen- 
eration was, in fact, an accom- 
plished artist. 

“Kurt had his issues with being 
from here. He came from a bro- 
ken home. There are certain fac- 
ets of his life that resonate with 
mine,” Kovach said. 

“When I heard his music, some 
of it just seemed to me to be a 
kind of guttural crying out. An

Once Kovach began listening 
to the music, he knew the bridge 
was a special place: A Nirvana 
album released two years after 
Cobain’s 1994 death is titled 
“From the Muddy Banks of the 
Wishkah,” and one of Cobain’s 
songs commemorates the hours 
he spent there. 

Over the years, the small park 
Kovach erected has become a 
destination for visitors from as 
far away as Australia and Japan. 

Others around Aberdeen are 
following Kovach’s lead. 

Don Sucher, who owns a “Star 
Wars”-themed souvenir shop 
downtown, has set up a Kurt 
Cobain Information Center with 
photos, news articles, maps and 
Cobain action figures. 

The police chief said he’s 
thinking of posting Cobain’s mug 
shot from a 1985 graffiti arrest 
outside the police station with a 
small plaque for tourists.

“Pinot Noirvana” and donating 
some of the profits to the memo- 
rial committee’s proposed youth 
center. 

“T think our city, over the past 
15 years regarding Kurt Cobain, 
has really missed the boat,” Frit- 
ts told the City Council. 

“And I think a youth center 
that reaches out to youth more 
like him is a step in the right 
direction.” 

Kovach is thinking of erecting 
a statue of Cobain holding a steel 


guitar at the bridge park. But he 
worries about the “punk purists” 
who have declared that Cobain 
would roll over in his grave if he 
became a park statue. 

Maybe it should be simply a 
guitar on a pedestal? 

“That way, I wouldn’t have to 
spend my nights at the window 
with a pair of binoculars,” Ko- 
vach said., “wondering if some- 
body was going to take a baseball 
bat and smash the heck out of the 
thing.” 


Friends, family gather to recall poet who vanished on Japan hiking trip

LARAMIE, Wyo. — Friends, 
family and colleagues paid their 
respects Wednesday to an award- 
winning poet and University of 
Wyoming professor who went 
missing in April while hiking in 
Japan. 

They remembered Craig Ar- 
nold, 41, as a lover not only of 
words, but of travel, food and 
wine. 

Arnold went missing April 26 
while hiking on a volcano on a 
remote Japanese island. Rela- 


tives kept up a search for him for 
weeks before finally giving up 
any hope of finding him alive. 

More than 100 people gathered 
at the University of Wyoming Art 
Museum on Wednesday to listen 
to readings of Arnold’s work and 
hear stories from his life. 

Peter Parolin, chairman of 
the UW English Department, 
recalled how Arnold was a “com- 
plicated man” who nonetheless 
“lived abundantly and well.” 

“Brilliant? Absolutely. Inde- 
pendent? Ornery? Sometimes,” 
Parolin said. “I can still see 
him when Id be talking in de- 


partment meetings, contorting 
his long body into paroxysms of 
disagreement.” 

The same passion Arnold 
channeled into poetry and pro- 
motion of the art. 

“He was public, he was a per- 
former, he burst on our Laramie 
scene and instituted those amaz- 
ing poetry slams,” Parolin said. 
“How many high school kids had 
the courage to stand up and de- 
clare themselves poets under 
Craig’s auspices? He gave those 
young people a gift.” 

English professor Janice Har- 
ris recounted a dinner party 


Arnold hosted at his apartment 
— how the warmth of his friend- 
ship and delicious eggplant ca- 
ponata helped seal out the bitter 
Laramie cold that night. 

“We will miss you, Craig, as a 
poet, as a cook, as a friend,” she 
concluded. 

Poetry read at the memorial 
included Arnold’s work “Made 
Flesh”: 

“Then, then we feel death 

“As the deepest coming then 
we ease unhurried 

“Into the bud of body then we 
learn 

“Little by little to relinquish 


“Gracefully and less afraid 

“Each time to let each other 
slip 

“Slowly out of our clasp made 

“Fire, made flower, made 
flesh.” 

Arnold published two award- 
winning collections of poetry, 
“Shells” in 1999 and “Made 
Flesh” last year.

first-choice movie are eliminated 


and those members’ second 


choices are taken into account. 
The process continues until a 
nominee receives more than 50 
percent of the votes. 

Academy spokesperson Leslie 
Unger confirmed that the orga- 
nization would apply the same 
preferential voting system it 
uses in the nomination process 
to best-picture voting starting 
this winter. The news was first 
reported by The Wrap. 

Such a move has been in the 


works since the Academy decided 
in June to expand the number of 
best-picture nominees from five 
to 10. At the time, Academy Vice 
President Hawk Koch said there 
would be a change in the voting 
process, stating: ‘““We want to 
make sure that 11 percent does 
not win the best picture.” 

Under the old system, mem- 
bers simply voted for their first 
choice. With 10 nominees, that 
would mean a movie with one vote 


more than 10 percent theoreti- 
cally could be named best picture. 
Other categories will continue 

to use the traditional single-vote 
process to pick winners. 

The change marks the first 
time the Academy has used 
preferential voting for best pic- 
ture since at least 1944, when it 
reduced the number of nominees 
from 10 to five.

Former Korn guitarist brings newfound love for God to music

MODESTO, Calif. — Brian “Head” Welch 
was riding high as a founding member and 
lead guitarist of Korn — raking in millions of 
dollars each year, partying with the rich and 
famous, traveling the world on tour, married 
to a beautiful wife with a precious daughter.

“T put those words there, and my angel was 
singing it,” Welch said. He tried rehab, but 
said he couldn’t kick the habit. Then a friend 
took him to a church where he heard about 
the redeeming power of a life with Jesus. 

He said that power helped him kick his 
drug habit and become a better dad. 

In 2005, Welch shocked the music world 
and his Korn bandmates when he walked 
away from the multiple platinum and two- 
time Grammy-winning group. 

For the next few years, he lived on money 
socked away from his years with Korn and 

the royalties 
that followed. 
In 2007, 


























Welch came out with a book, followed in 2008 
with a new album, both titled “Save Me From 
Myself.” 

This year, he hit the road with a new band. 

Expect the kind of heavy-metal rock music 
that put Korn on top of the charts, but with lyr- 
ics that showcase Welch’s change in values. 

The music and message won’t be soft, he 
said, but it will be real. 

The 39-year-old Bakersfield, Calif., native 
spoke recently from Phoenix, where he lives 
with his 11-year-old daughter, Jennea. Here’s 
what he had to say about his life, his faith and 
his music: 

When did you start playing the guitar? 

I was 10 years old. I remember listening to 
my parents’ eight-track tapes — Queen and 
Billy Joel. I wanted to play drums because 
I liked the beat. But my dad talked me into 
playing the guitar because it was quieter. I 
started with beginner lessons, then I figured 
stuff out on my own. I guess I was born with a 
good ear. I took more advanced lessons when 
I got to the electric guitar later on. 

Korn started with your’ Bakersfield 
friends, didn’t it? 

We started jamming in little odd bands 
around town when we were about 16. We 
would start bands and break up and do that 
again until we graduated from high school. A 
few of the guys moved to L.A. and started a 
new band. I moved there and they asked me to 
join them. The band was called Creep. Then 
we got our lead vocalist, changed the name to 
Korn and it took off about a year later. I was 
22 when Korn started. 

When did you start doing drugs? 
I tried smoking mari- 
juana when I was 
8 years old. One 
of my friend’s 
older brother 
smoked weed. 

My friend stole 

a roach from 

him. Then I 
tried it again in 
high school, but 
I didn’t like it. So 
I started drinking 
beer. Around 21, I 
tried meth one night 
and got pretty 

bad

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hooked with it. Three of the guys in the band 
were doing it pretty bad. We quit when we got 
signed. It crept back into my life for the next 
10, 11 years. I got into cocaine a little bit. Vi- 
codin. I stayed away from heroin and things 
people die from. But drinking beer was my 
main thing. 

How did you rediscover God? 

After my wife got hooked on drugs and took 
off with those scary guys, I said I wouldn’t do 
drugs any more. But after a couple of years, 
I started drinking with friends, and one of 
them said he knew a dealer, and it happened 
so quick. Once I started using crystal meth, 
I became an everyday user. I took it when 
touring and used it at home. I tried to go to 
rehab and get clean. As a last resort, I went 
to church with friends. The pastor said (God 
could help me). I thought, I’1l just try it. I was 
at home in Bakersfield, and I felt like my heart 
was just changing. A couple of weeks later, I 
had the strength to throw away my drugs. I 
felt so much love from God that I wanted it 
all the time. 

Your music is still very heavy metal. What 
has changed from your years with Korn? 

The lyrics are definitely different. There’s 
a positive message in the songs. I get to share 
my heart. I think I’m evolving to a certain 
sound. I think my next album will be sort of 
different, but still on that heavy edge. I kind of 
have a desire to have a different band name. 
We’ll see how it happens. 

What’s the most important thing in your 
life? 

Relationship with God all the way, and my 
daughter. That’s it. Everything falls into place 
after that. It’s a personal relationship; I’m not 
some sort of wing nut. People thought I was a 
nut for a long time. My (Korn) fans hated me, 
but I didn’t care. I was in la-la land over here 
with God. 

What have you learned about God in the 
past four years? 

So much. His mercy and grace — I make 
mistakes all the time. I’ve got anger prob- 
lems still, after all these years. Sometimes 
the potty mouth comes out. It doesn’t matter 
what we do; it’s all about what God did with 
Jesus. You just try your best and he takes 
care of the rest. 

Do you have a message for your old Korn 
fans? 

I’m starting out new right now. My crowds 
are 200-600 people, so it’s nowhere near what 
we used to have with Korn. I wouldn’t mind 
them coming to check me out. I still love them, 
and I’m just glad I’m alive. I would have been 
dead by now if I hadn’t stopped.

tary of defense straddling it, right 
into this office.” 

Koch is director of the De- 
partment of Defense’s Office of 
Transition Policy and Care Co- 
ordination (TPCC), an entity less 
than a year old. He’s responsible 
for how well DOD and the ser- 
vices implement very ambitious 
initiatives and reforms to ensure 
this generation of warriors gets 
the support it needs to stay in ser- 
vice or move as smoothly as pos- 
sible into civilian life. 

At the risk of personalizing 
the issue too much, Koch said, he 
noted he’s a member of Vietnam 
Veterans of America. 

“And our basic motto is never 
again will one generation of vet- 
erans abandon another. You may 
take from that a certain sense of 
grievance,” he said, “but that’s 
not the important part. The im- 
portant part is this: that (Viet- 
nam) generation is determined to 
take care of this generation.” 

In the wake of the scandal that 
rocked Walter Reed Army Medi- 
cal Center more than two years 
ago, several commissions and in- 
ternal studies produced mounds 
of recommendations to improve 
support of wounded warriors. 
Seemingly before the ink dried 
on commission draft reports, 
Congress had passed comprehen- 
sive wounded warrior legislation. 
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Meanwhile, the departments 
of Defense and Veterans Affairs 
jointly established the Wounded, 
Ill and Injured Senior Oversight 
Committee (SOC), co-chaired by 
the deputy secretaries of VA and 
DOD. The SOC was to ensure that 
wounded warrior legislation was 
implemented properly and that 
key task force recommendations 
were adopted and resourced. 

The spotlight has dimmed, SOC 
survives but, within DOD, it’s 
Koch’s TPCC office, with a staff 
of 30 and rising, taking over day- 
to-day oversight of dramatic war- 
rior transition reforms. Here’s a 
rundown from our interview with 
Koch (pronounced Cook) in his 
Alexandria, Va., office: 

™ Disability Evaluation Sys- 
tem (DES) pilot. Jointly admin- 
istered by DOD and VA, the pilot 
now is running at 21 military 
hospitals. It gives ill or injured 
servicemembers a faster, more 
seamless disability review and 
rating process with results recog- 
nized by both departments. The 
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pilot will expand soon to seven 
more military treatment facili- 
ties, enough so that half of all ser- 
vice disability evaluations will be 
done in the streamlined system. 

Since November 2007, nearly 
4,000 servicemembers have en- 
rolled in the pilot. Through Au- 
gust this year, 534 members had 
completed the process. Nearly 
half have been awarded disability 
retirement, the result of stricter 
adherence to more liberal VA rat- 
ing rules and higher ratings for 
Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder. 
Thirty-eight percent are return- 
ing to duty. Only 13 percent, so 
far, have been separated, most 
with a lump sum severance. 

Under the legacy system, DOD 
and VA each conducted their own 
physicals and do their own rat- 
ings. It takes an average 540 days 
to complete. The pilot effectively 
cuts that time in half. On aver- 
age, the pilot is taking 273 days to 
complete, from enrollment until 
the member has a VA benefit de- 
cision in hand. Koch said the pilot 
is popular with participants. 

m Recovery Care Coordina- 
tors. The Army still calls them 
Wounded Warrior Advocates. 
To Marines, they’re members of 
the Wounded Warrior Regiment. 
To Koch and his staff, they are 
Recovery Care Coordinators or 
RCCs, managing the non-medi- 
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Transition chief vows to protect wounded vets 


cal care of war wounded until 
they recover or are separated or 
retired. Often the contact doesn’t 
stop then. Marines, for example, 
try to maintain contact with all 
of their seriously wounded vets 
to ensure they’re getting the sup- 
port they deserve. 

Koch’s office is setting stan- 
dards for RCCs and conducting 
training. 

“We’re in a very unique situ- 
ation with these wars,’ Koch 
said. “We’re trying to take care 
of people in a way we never did 
before.” 

@ Physical Disability Board of 
Review. Koch’s shop oversees the 
PDBR. Under a law passed two 
years ago, as many as 77,000 vet- 
erans separated since 9/11 with 
disability ratings up to 20 percent 
are eligible to have ratings recon- 
sidered and, perhaps, upgraded if 
their Physical Evaluation Board 
didn’t use the more liberal VA 
rating schedule in effect at sepa- 
ration. A rating of 30 percent or 
higher means disability retire- 
ment, rather than a lump-sum 
severance, and Tricare eligibility 
for veteran and family. 

The DES pilot, the PDBR andthe 
RCC, Koch said, all show “we’re 
trying to do things differently.”

U.S. retailers post weak 
sales results in August

NEW YORK — Retailers on 
Thursday posted sales declines 
for August as shoppers held back 
on back-to-school purchases and 
continued to focus on necessities, 
but overall results came in ahead 
of analyst predictions. 

A monthly compilation of 31 
retailers’ results by The Interna- 
tional Council of Shopping Cen- 
ters and Goldman Sachs showed 
sales in established stores fell 2.1 
percent in August compared with 
the same month in 2008. That 
was better than the 3.5 percent to 
4 percent drop expected. 


About half of the 30 retailers 
reporting August results missed 
expectations, but half topped 
them, according to a poll by 
Thomson Reuters. The winners 
were mainly discounters, but de- 
clines were less than expected in 
the specialty apparel and depart- 
ment store sectors as well. 

“Tt really was all about value 
and price proposition here,” said 
Ken Perkins, president of retail 
consulting firm Retail Metrics. 
“If you’re off-price or discount- 
oriented and conscious of price 
points you fared very well in 
August.” 
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Prosecutor enters Senate bid 


BOSTON — Attorney General Martha 
Coakley announced Thursday she will run 
as a Democratic candidate in the special 
election to succeed the late Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy. 

The 20-year prosecutor said she can 
continue to be “an effective voice for the 
people of Massachusetts.” 

Kennedy died last week of brain cancer 
at age 77. 

“As some have noted, we perhaps can- 
not fill his shoes, but must strive to follow 
in his footsteps,” Coakley said. 

Coakley, 56, becomes the most promi- 
nent candidate to officially declare. Sev- 
eral others are waiting for Kennedy’s 
nephew, former Rep. Joseph P. Kennedy 
II, to decide if he will run. 

Coakley said she decided to run “be- 
cause government should work well and 
work for everyone.”

NEW YORK — Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy wrote in a memoir being published 
this month that he made terrible decisions 
after the 1969 car crash that killed Mary Jo 
Kopechne, but said he was never romanti- 
cally involved with her and was haunted by 
that night for his entire life. 

He also wrote in “True Compass” that he 
accepted the conclusion that a lone gunman 
assassinated his brother President John F. 
Kennedy. The memoir is to be published 
Sept. 14 by Twelve, a division of the Ha- 
chette book group. The 532-page book was 
obtained early first by The New York Times 
and later by the New York Daily News. 

In it, Kennedy says his actions on Chap- 
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paquiddick on July 18, 1969, were “inex- 
cusable.”

Kennedy drove off 
a bridge into a pond.

of an accident and got a suspended sen- 
tence and probation. He writes that he had 
no romantic relationship with Kopechne, 
and he hardly knew her. 

Kennedy writes candidly about his battle 
with brain cancer and his “self-destructive 
drinking,” especially after the 1968 death 
of his brother Robert. 

He explains why he decided to run for 
the presidency in 1980, saying he was mo- 
tivated by his differences with then-Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. He criticized Carter’s 
go-slow approach to providing universal 
health care. 

The book was written with the help of a 
collaborator and was based on contempora- 
neous notes taken by Kennedy throughout 
his life.

on the chilling fact that 
drowning happens faster in cold 
water, New York has become the 
first state to require life jackets on 
everyone in all small boats during 
the coldest half of the year. 

More boating accidents happen 
in the summer, when more people 
are out on the water, but the fatal- 
ity rate rises in the colder months, 
from 8 percent nationally in July to 
25 percent in November last year. 
Officials say the scarcity of other 
boaters to help with rescues also 
increases the risk of death. 

New York law already required 
personal flotation devices for all 
children under 12 on boats less 
than 65 feet, with life jackets on- 
board for others. 


NTSB: Missouri bus

D WASHINGTON — A 
2005 school bus accident 
that killed two people and injured 
23 elementary students in Muis- 
souri occurred because the driver 
likely stepped on the accelerator 
instead of the brake, according to 
a National Transportation Safety 
Board investigation. 
The NTSB determined that 
“pedal misapplication” in the 
crash in Liberty, Mo., and four oth- 
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ers since then involving large ve- 
hicles likely led to the accidents. 
After studying those accidents, 
the safety board approved recom- 
mendations urging the govern- 
ment to require that new buses and 
large vehicles have equipment in- 
stalled forcing the driver to press 
the brake to shift the automatic 
transmission out of park.

Neighbors help save 110

The Austin American-Statesman 
reported she had an estimated 110 
cats and many were healthy and 
available to be given new homes. 

Carol Schlachter, with the all-vol- 
unteer Blanco County Cat Coalition, 
said some residents considered de- 
stroying the cats, even though the 
animals were doing well. 

Kathleen Wilson has tried to get 
as many cats adopted as possible, 
with 16 of the original group still 
left at her home. 

“Somebody had to be there,” Wil- 
son said. “There was nobody else.” 


Second brother pleads 
guilty in meatpacker fire 


MILWAUKEE — The 

second of two Wisconsin 
brothers accused of starting a fire 
that caused $50 million to a meat- 
packing plant has pleaded guilty. 

Prosecutors say Kurtis Popp, 25, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of sec- 
ond-degree recklessly endanger- 
ing public safety. 

Prosecutors say Popp fired a 
military flare that his brother had 
given him. The flare landed on a 
roof at the Patrick Cudahy Inc. 
meatpacking plant and ignited the 
fire. 

Prosecutors agreed to recom- 
mend up to a year in the House of 
Correction, three years probation, 
community service and a stayed 
prison sentence. 

His 23-year-old brother, Joshua 
Popp, pleaded guilty in a similar 
agreement.

Man convicted in death 
of USC film student 


C A LOS ANGELES — A Los 


Angeles man was found 
guilty of second-degree murder in 
the stabbing death of a University 
of Southern California film student 
last year during a street fight. 

Travion T. Ford, 25, who some- 
times worked as an usher at USC 
football games, faces 16 years to 
life in state prison in the Sept. 18 
slaying of Bryan R. Frost, 23, out- 
side Ford’s mother’s apartment 
near the university. Sentencing is 
scheduled for Oct. 29. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women found Ford not guilty of 
first-degree murder, which would 
have required more evidence of 
premeditation. But the jury did not 
believe Ford’s contention that he 
was acting to save his own life in 
the brawl when he stabbed Frost, a 
former West Point cadet who grew 
up in Idaho. 

In what testimony portrayed as 
arandom encounter, Frost and two 
friends were walking down the 
street after a night of drinking and 
Frost, on a whim, slammed shut a 
gate at the apartment building. 

That led to an argument and 
fight with Ford. . 


Woman sentenced in 
marriage sham scheme 


W, SEATTLE — A 35-year- 

old Seattle-area woman 
who ran a visa fraud scheme in- 
volving sham marriages to Cam- 
bodians faces two years and nine 
months in prison. 

Vuthy Sim was sentenced on 
three counts each of visa fraud 
and money laundering, conspiracy 
to commit those offenses and con- 
cealing an illegal alien. 

U.S. District Judge James L. 
Robart said foreign nationals were 
denied visas because of spots that 
were taken in the fraud. 

Sim was convicted on Jan. 23 
after witnesses testified that she 
paid U.S. citizens $20,000 to pose 
as being engaged to Cambodian 
nationals, while the Cambodian 
men and women paid her $35,000. 

Investigators found Sim made 
more than $160,000 from a dozen 
Cambodian men and women who 
engaged in sham weddings to get 
U.S. green cards. 


Kidnapping suspect 
mistakenly released 


DALLAS — _ Police 

searched for a man mis- 
takenly released from the Dallas 
County Jail in the investigation 
into an abduction and fake immi- 
gration agents. 

Ezequiel Moreno, 45, of Irving 
was freed on $100,000 bond on 
charges he planned a plot to take 
a 16-year-old girl and her mother 
from a Dallas mall. A judge had 
increased to $1 million the bail 
for Moreno, who faced previous 
charges of sexually assaulting the 
girl. 

District Attorney Craig Wat- 
kins told the Dallas Morning News 
that Moreno “beat the system” 
because he posted bail before the 
updated information was put into 
a jail computer. 

The mother got away in Aus- 
tin. The girl was released in San 
Antonio.

Leave Iraq sooner rather than later

WASHINGTON 
ince U.S. troops withdrew from 
Iraq’s cities, two months have passed, 
and so has the illusion that Iraq is 

smoothly transitioning to a normality free 
of sectarian violence. Recently, Gen. Ray 
Odierno, commander of U.S. troops there, 
“blanched” when asked if the war is “func- 
tionally over.” According to The Washing- 
ton Post’s Greg Jaffe, Odierno said: 

“There are still civilians being killed in 
Iraq. We still have people that are attempt- 
ing to attack the new Iraqi order and the 
move towards democracy and a more open 
economy. So we still have some work to 
do.” 

No, we don’t, even if, as Jaffe reports, the 
presence of 130,000 U.S. troops “serves as 
a check on Iraqi military and political lead- 
ers’ baser and more sectarian instincts.” 
After almost six and a half years, and 4,327 
American dead and 31,483 wounded, with 
a war spiraling downward in Afghanistan, 
it would be indefensible for the U.S. mili- 
tary — overextended and in need of mate- 
riel repair and mental recuperation — to 
loiter in Iraq to improve the instincts of 
corrupt elites. If there is worse use of the 
U.S. military than “nation-building,” it is 
adult supervision and behavior modifica- 
tion of other peoples’ politicians. 

More than 725 Iraqis have been killed 
by terrorism since the June 30 pullback of 
U.S. forces from the cities. All U.S. combat 
units are to be withdrawn from the country 
within a year. Up to 50,000 can remain as 
“advisers” to an Iraqi government that is 
ostentatious about its belief that the pres- 
ence of U.S. forces is superfluous and 
obnoxious. 

The advisers are to leave by the end of 
2011, by which time the final two years 
of the U.S. military presence will have 
achieved ... what? Already that presence 
is irrelevant to the rising chaos, which the 
Iraqi government can neither contain nor 
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refrain from participating in: Security 
forces seem to have been involved in the 
recent robbery of a state-run bank in cen- 
tral Baghdad. 

Washington Post columnist David Ig- 
natius correctly argues that “without the 
backstop of U.S. support,” Iraq is “desper- 
ately vulnerable” to Iranian pressure. He 
also reports, however, that an Iraqi intel- 
ligence official says Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki’s links with Iran are so close that 
he “uses an Iranian jet with an Iranian 
crew for his official travel.” Whenever 
U.S. forces leave, Iran will still be Iraq’s 
neighbor. 

Kenneth Pollack of the Brookings Insti- 
tution, writing in The National Interest, 
notes that although rising Iraqi national- 
ism might help “heal the rifts between 
Sunni and Shia,” it also might exacerbate 
relations with the Kurdish semi-state in 
northern Iraq, where control of much oil 
and the city of Kirkuk is being contested. 

The militia parties that ruled Iraq from 
2003 to 2007 remain, Pollack says, the 
major political parties, although mostly 
without militias. They “still bribe and ex- 
tort,” “assassinate and kidnap,” “steal and 
vandalize” and try to prevent the emer- 
gence of new political parties that are 
“more secular, more democratic, more 
representative, less corrupt and less vio- 
lent.” If they succeed and “America is 
forced out,’ Pollack says, “the glimmers 
of democracy will fade and Iraq will be 
lost again.” But if democracy is still just a 
glimmer that will be extinguished by the 
withdrawal of a protective U.S. presence, 
its extinction can perhaps be delayed for 
two more years but cannot be prevented. 

The 2008 U.S.-Iraq security agreement 
must be submitted to a referendum by the 
Iraqi people. If they reject it, U.S. forces 
must leave the country in a year. Pollack 
believes that if al-Maliki pushes to hold the 
referendum in January, coinciding with 
the national elections, the agreement will 
become the campaign issue and will indi- 





cate that al-Maliki wants U.S. forces re- 
moved in order to enlarge his freedom of 
action. The United States should treat this 
as a Dirty Harry Moment: Make our day. 

Many scholars believe, Pollack says, that 
nations which suffer civil wars as large as 
Iraq’s was between 2004 and 2006 have “a 
terrifyingly high rate of recidivism.” Two 
more years of U.S. military presence can- 
not control whether that is in Iraq’s future. 
Some people believe the war in Iraq was 
not only “won” but vindicated by the suc- 
cess of the 2007 U.S. troop “surge.” Yet as 
Iraqi violence is resurgent, the logic of tri- 
umphalism leads here: 

If, in spite of contrary evidence, the U.S. 
“surge” permanently dampened sectarian 
violence, all U.S. forces can come home 
sooner than the end of 2011. If, however, 
the “surge” did not so succeed, U.S. forces 
must come home sooner.

Oudin tops 
Dementieva

NEW YORK — It’s right there 
on her shoes: “Believe.” Melanie 
Oudin always has, though even 
she had to acknowledge this lat- 
est accomplishment felt a_ bit 
overwhelming. 

Maybe that helped explain 
why her leg was cramping, why 
the tears were falling, why the 
match points were slipping away 
toward the end of her U.S. Open 
upset over fourth-seeded Elena 
Dementieva on Thursday. 

“First time playing on Arthur 
Ashe, I was beating No. 4 in the 
world, about to beat her,” Oudin, 
17, said. “Just a little bit of every- 
thing. A lot of things were going 
through my mind.” 

The Marietta, Ga., product, 
ranked 70th in the world, won 
5-7, 6-4, 6-3. She is now, by al- 
most every account, the next 
great American hope in women’s 
tennis. 

She places this upset next to the 
one over No. 6 Jelena Jankovic at 
Wimbledon that catapulted her 
into the top 100. 

That was on Court 3 in front 
of hundreds an ocean away. This 
was played in front of thousands 
in her home country. 

“T think it means more to me, 
though, since this is the U.S. 
Open,” Oudin said. “You know, I 
had the whole crowd cheering for 
me, so much support.” 

She played much of the third 
set with a heavy wrap on her left 
thigh, an injury she said shouldn’t 
prevent her from returning in 
a few days to face either 29th- 
seeded Maria Sharapova or an- 
other American teen, Christina 
McHale, 17. 

The United States has long 
been looking for depth in a talent 
pool that has consisted of Serena 
and Venus Williams dominating 
at the top, with not too much be- 
yond them. 

“They’ve been, like, my idols,” 
Oudin said. “I’m really proud 
of that, to be the third-best 
American.” 

Also Thursday, No. 1 Dinara 
Safina stayed alive in the quest 
for her first major, but in ugly 
fashion — a 6-7 (5), 6-2, 6-3 vic- 
tory over Germany’s Kristina 
Barrois. Safina won despite 38 
unforced errors and 15 double- 
faults in her second straight un- 
comfortably close match. 

Also, men’s No. 20 seed Tommy 
Haas of Germany defeated 
American Robert Kendrick and 
10th-seeded Fernando Verdasco 
advanced, along with unseeded 
American Jesse Witten. On the 
women’s side, No. 13 Nadia Petro- 
va, No. 21 Zheng Jie and No. 24 
Sorana Cirstea advanced.

JOLIET, II. 
ust 5 feet 7 and 148 pounds, Ryan 
Briscoe has the prototypical build 
for an IndyCar series driver. 

You probably wouldn’t guess 
his favorite sport growing up in Australia 
was ... rugby? 

“T try to be tough,” Briscoe said, smiling. 
“T don’t know if I am. I was definitely the 
little guy in school. I was always the small 
guy. But I could take down the big guys.” 

The mild-mannered Briscoe is taking 
down the big guys in IndyCar this year, 
too. 

After beating fellow championship 
contender Scott Dixon in a thrilling race 
at Chicagoland Speedway last weekend 
— winning by only 0.0077 of a second for 
the fourth-closest finish in series history 
— Briscoe has a 25-point lead over Dario 
Franchitti in the standings going into the 
final two races of the season. 

Briscoe is the clear favorite to win the 
series championship, a remarkable turn- 
around for a driver who struggled to find a 
full-time IndyCar ride after an unsuccess- 
ful stint with Chip Ganassi’s team in 2005 
ended with a brutal, fiery crash at Chica- 
goland that earned him the dubious nick- 
name “Briscoe Inferno.” 

Now he’s on a different kind of hot 
streak. 

“T’m proud of myself and the team to be 
here, because it’s a pretty cool achieve- 
ment,” Briscoe said. “I’m really happy 
with the way the season’s gone, and I still 
feel like I’m getting strong. All that’s left is 
to try to close the deal.” 

Briscoe doesn’t have the racing résumé 
to match either of his championship rivals, 
Dixon and Franchitti. And his easygo- 
ing personality stands in stark contrast to 
revved-up Penske Racing teammate Helio 
Castroneves, who is recognized off the 
track for his “(Dancing With the Stars” title 
as often as he is for his Indy 500 victories. 

Briscoe doesn’t necessarily act like a 
star, but he’s on his way to becoming one. 

After racing part time in several series 
in 2006, Briscoe took a job with the elite 
Penske team in 2007 — not in IndyCars, 
but in the lesser-known American LeMans 
sports-car series. 

And it paid off when Sam Hornish Jr. 
transferred to Penske’s NASCAR team, 
opening one of the IndyCar series’ most 
coveted rides. Briscoe knew he finally had 
the equipment and team he needed to con- 
tend for a title.

“That’s obviously the goal,” Briscoe said. 
“Obviously, you come to a team like this 
and you want to believe that you’re capable 
of winning championships and winning 
Indy 500s. And certainly, when I came on 
board on the IndyCar side at the beginning 
of last year, I had really no expectations of 
winning the championship that year just 
because I felt so much like a rookie.” 

Briscoe showed he had speed last sea- 
son, winning at Milwaukee, Mid-Ohio and 
an exhibition race in Surfers Paradise, 
Australia. But he needed to become more 
consistent to become a true championship 
contender. 

And after winning in Chicagoland, he 
has 12 top-five finishes in 15 races. 

“T think [it’s] something I’ve definitely 
been working hard on over the last few 
years,” Briscoe said. “You know, I think 
when Penske hired me in the LeMans se- 
ries, it was probably one of the main things 
that was lacking in my department. It’s 
something I’ve really been working hard 
on, together with the team.” 

Briscoe said he has learned patience 
from Roger Penske, perhaps the series’ 
most respected team owner. He’ll still go 
for victories — as evidenced by his wheel- 
to-wheel finish with Dixon at Chicagoland 
— but he won’t make an overly aggressive 
move if the risks outweigh the reward. 

“T’d say [it’s] maybe choosing moments 
to be aggressive, learning when it’s time 
to go, when it’s time not to,” Briscoe said. 
“That’s probably been a big part of it. And, 
probably, getting more comfortable with 
these cars and making fewer mistakes.” 

Penske takes a hands-on approach to 
running Briscoe’s team, communicating 
with the driver through his in-car radio. 
“Roger’s the one who helps me a bit more 
in the car,” Briscoe said. “He’ll be like, 
‘Just relax, you’re good where you are.’ 
Or, ‘You need to push.’ The way it’s going, 
if I don’t win, there’s a pretty high chance 
one of those guys [Dixon or Franchitti] are 
probably going to win. So we’ve really got 
to go out there and try to win the races.” 

Briscoe likes his chances going into the 
final two races, in Japan on Sept. 19 and 
at Homestead-Miami Speedway on Oct. 10. 
Both are 1.5-mile ovals, the style of track 
Briscoe has shown the most improvement 
on this season. 

“I think I’ve improved, and certainly 
gained some confidence going into a race 
weekend on these types of tracks,” Briscoe 
said. “We’ve had great runs at all of them 
this year — Kansas, Texas, Kentucky [and 
Chicago] — so I feel really good about clos- 
ing out the season.”

WEST POINT, N.Y. — Rich Ellerson thumbs through the program 
that sits atop the coffee table in his office. It’s from the 1962 Army-Navy 
game. 

The Black Knights’ new football coach quickly finds the page he’s look- 
ing for — clearly he has done this before — and points to a picture of 
John Ellerson, Army defensive end, team captain, Rich’s older brother 
and one of three men in the family to graduate from West Point (their 
father and another brother also were cadets). 

So when Ellerson calls his gig “the most important job in the country” 
he is not dealing in hyperbole. 

He didn't attend West Point himself, but turning around a tattered pro- 
gram and making Army a winner again is a personal mission for Eller- 
son, not merely a step on the career ladder. 

“The United States Military Academy in a time 
of war struggling in a game that’s a metaphor 
for combat, that’s not right,” said Ellerson, his 
square jaw, close-cut hair and wiry frame giving 
him a straight-from-central-casting look for the 
job. “Everybody wants to win. We need to win. 

“In my world that’s a big deal.” 

It's also not hyperbole to say Army football 
has never endured such a terrible stretch as it 
has the past dozen seasons. 

The program that produced college foot- 
ball icons such as Hall of Fame coach Earl 
“Red” Blaik and his famed Mr. Inside and Mr. 
Outside backfield of Heisman Trophy winners 
Doc Blanchard and Glenn Davis has become 
a doormat. 

One of the great venues in all of sports, 
85-year-old Michie Stadium, sitting on a bluff 
above the Hudson River, has not been home to 
a winning team since 1996. 

That season, coach Bob Sutton’s Black 
Knights went 10-2. 

Since then, Army has taken every wrong 
turn imaginable. Every mistake compounded by the next one. The wrong 
coaches playing the wrong style against the wrong opponents. 

Army is 30-108 over the past 12 seasons, each ending with a losing 
record. Even worse, the Cadets have lost seven straight games to Navy, 
the Middies’ longest winning streak in the series. 

“It’s been tough,” said former Army coach Jim Young, who was part 
of the committee that helped hire Ellerson. “Particularly, Knowing that Air 
Force and Navy are similar and having success.” 

Young coached Army from 1983-1990, going 51-39-1 and rescuing 
the program from hard times by installing a triple-option offense. 

Even then, the days of Army being a national power as it was in the 
1940s — when the Cadets won consecutive national titles under Blaik 
— were long gone. But Young proved Army could still be competitive. 

The trouble started for Army in 1998. Worried about being able to 
function as an independent when almost every college football team was

aligning with a conference, Army joined Conference USA. It was the first 
step toward oblivion. Army, literally, could not keep up in a league loaded 
with speed. 

Mistake No. 2: To keep pace with C-USA opponents heading into 
the 21st century, former athletic director Rick Greenspan decided Army 
needed a more modern offensive approach. 

Out went the option, in came coach Todd Berry and his spread offense 
with plans to fling the football around Michie Stadium. It was a disaster. 

In three-plus seasons, Army went 5-35. Berry did lead Army to a 26-17 
victory over Navy in 2001, the Cadets’ last victory in the storied rivalry. 

Army left C-USA after the 2004 season. Good move. Before that sea- 
son, Bobby Ross was hired to coach the Black Knights. Bad move. 

Ross had a glitzy resumé that included a 
national championship with Georgia Tech and 
a Super Bowl appearance with the San Diego 
Chargers. But he was 68 at the time and not a 
long-term solution. Nor was his West Coast of- 
fense. Army won nine games in three seasons 
under Ross, and the timing of his departure in 
January 2007 left the school in a bind. 

Assistant Stan Brock was hastily promoted 
and two 3-9 seasons followed, though at least 
Army was using the option again in 2008. 

After Brock was let go, athletic director Kevin 
Anderson determined it was time for Army foot- 
ball to go “back to the future.” 

Ellerson, 55, seems to be the perfect fit. 

A coach with West Point ties, an option of- 
fense and a lifelong desire to work at West 
Point. When he signed his last contract at Cal 
Poly, where he went 56-34 in eight seasons, he 
made sure there would be no buyout if he left to 
become Army’s head coach. 

Where most people see stumbling blocks to 
success on the football field at Army — high 
academic standards, rigorous dawn-to-dusk 
responsibilities, a military commitment after graduation — Ellerson sees 
the perfect breeding ground for a winning football team. 

“It's a martial game. This institution is about leadership and develop- 
ing leaders in character in the United States Army,” he said. “There are 
some things about the West Point culture — duty, honor, country — that 
set our guys completely apart from their contemporaries and draw them 
nearer to the game. 

“We're trying to tap into that culture, to those experiences and make 
them translate.” 

It’s that kind of outlook that has hopes rising around West Point. 

“| strongly believe if Rich Ellerson can’t turn this program around,” 
Kevin Anderson said, “I don’t know if there is a coach who can.”

Air Force 


When Air Force lines up on offense this sea- 
son, there often will be four quarterbacks on 
the field. 

Well, not really. This isn’t some new, out- 
side-the-box formation devised to confuse a 
defense. 

But the Falcons’ projected starters at tail- 
back, Z receiver and X receiver — sophomore 
Asher Clark, sophomore Jonathan Warzeka 
and senior Josh Cousins, respectively — all 
were quarterbacks in high school. And the fact 
they'll all be on the field with projected start- 
ing quarterback Tim Jefferson underscores a 
major tenet of coach Troy Calhoun’s recruiting 
philosophy: 

Find the best athletes and worry about spe- 
cific positions once they get to the academy. 

“| think if you’re at another university or if 
you're in the NEL, | think position drives it,” Cal- 
houn said. “Whereas here, | think it’s got to be 
athleticism.” 

“We're looking for the best player, not neces- 
sarily the best ready-made product as a fresh- 
man,” said secondary coach Charlton Warren, 
Air Force’s recruiting coordinator. “To find a 5- 
(foot-)11 corner who has 4.4(-second) speed 
(in the 40-yard dash) and get him to come here 
is pretty tough because everyone in America 
wants him. But a 5-10 quarterback that’s an op- 
tion guy in high school that’s 4.4, the market for 
that guy as a quarterback isn’t as big.” 

Take sophomore Anthony Wright Jr. He ar- 
rived at the prep school in 2007 as a quarter- 
back. But when Jefferson won the starting QB 
job, Wright shifted to Z receiver. Then, when he 
arrived at the academy before last season and 
the Falcons were thin at cornerback, he moved 
there and started the last 10 games. 

Another starter on defense — junior outside 
linebacker Andre Morris Jr. — also was a high 
school quarterback, giving the Falcons six in 
their projected starting lineup. 

“| love quarterbacks and tailbacks,” Calhoun 
said. “Il think quarterbacks have to handle the 
ball. | think they’ve got to know where other guys 
are lined up. They’ve got to have a feel for the 
game. They’ve got to have good ball skills too.” 

Indeed, in Calhoun’s first season at the acad- 
emy, he moved backup quarterback Jim Ollis 
to tailback, and Ollis went on to be the team’s 
second-leading rusher. And Chad Hall, another 
high school quarterback, was moved from run- 
ning back to Z receiver (a hybrid running back- 
receiver spot) and then back to tailback. 

“We all have athletic ability that shows, and 
we all can play a plethora of positions on the 
field,” Wright said. “But this is where the team 
needs us.” 

Warren said Air Force also has had success 
with high school tight ends who were too small 
to be recruited by perennial Top 20 schools. 
Examples include last year’s starting defensive 
ends — Ryan Kemp and Jake Paulson. 

“You've got 6-3, 6-4 bodies that are 215 
(pounds) and maybe not big enough for a lot 
of elite Division | programs tight end-wise, but 
in four years that’s Ryan Kemp,” Warren said. 
“Ryan Kemp was 190 pounds when he came 
here. Jake Paulson, the same thing — both of 
those guys were tight ends’ in high school. 

“| think you’ve got to be excellent at project- 
ing here,” Calhoun said. 

Asking a player to change positions might 
seem a difficult task, but Warren and Calhoun 
said it hasn't been a problem. 

“| think what you do, you’re honest with a 
kid,” Warren said. “‘We’re going to give you a 
legitimate shot at what we recruited you as.’ But 
when you get here and we say, ‘You can be the 
third-string quarterback or you could potentially 
be in a rotation at corner, then the kid makes 
that decision.” 

Typically, that’s a no-brainer for players who 
want to be on the field. All of the high school 
quarterbacks now at other positions, for in- 
stance, did not hesitate to grab a chance to 
play. 

“Whatever puts me on the field,” Warzeka 
said, “I’m happy with it.”

If the Sun Belt Conference had 
anything going for it when it became 
a football league early this decade, it 
was location. 

The schools joining the new league 
had something to sell to the multitude 
of top recruits in the South. They of- 
fered a chance to play major college 
football close to home if the depth 
chart was a little too crowded at their 
preferred SEC or ACC schools. 

If chances for playing time were 
slim at Alabama or Auburn, there 
was always Troy. If a south Florida 
standout couldn't latch on with Miami, 
longtime college coach Howard Sch- 
nellenberger was waiting with open 
arms at Florida Atlantic’s Boca Raton 
campus. 

During its first eight seasons, Sun 
Belt teams have gotten better and the 
number of bowl tie-ins have grown. 

This season, the league welcomes 
its ninth team, Western Kentucky, 
which played a Sun Belt schedule 
last season as it prepared to enter 
the conference in 2009. 

In 2008, Troy and FAU went to bowl 
games. Schnellenberger’s Owls beat 
Central Michigan of the Mid-Ameri- 
can Conference in the Motor City 
Bowl — FAU’s second bowl triumph 
in aS many years — and Troy lost in 
overtime to Southern Mississippi of 
Conference USA in the New Orleans 
Bowl. 

Sun Belt coaches picked Troy to 
win the league for a fourth straight 
time, which would tie the mark set by 
North Texas in the conference's first 
four years. Troy would like to take it 
a step further and become the Sun 
Belt’s first BCS buster. Coach Larry 
Blakeney figures the Trojans would 
need to win at least 11 of their 12 
games to have a shot. 

That might be more realistic if the 
Trojans’ Sept. 12 visit defending na- 
tional champion Florida was the only 
difficult game on their schedule. Troy 
also must play at Arkansas on Nov. 
14, and Blakeney doesn’t want to get 
ahead of himself when it comes to 
the Trojans’ league schedule, either. 

Troy was 8-5 overall last season, 
losing only one game in the Sun Belt, 
when Louisiana-Monroe (the same 
team that shocked Alabama in 2007), 
upset the Trojans 31-30. 

Troy has key players back on its 
high-scoring offense, including quar- 
terback Levi Brown (2,030 yards 
passing, 15 TDs), running back Du- 
Juan Harris (1,077 yards rushing) 
and receiver Jerrel Jernigan (868 
yards receiving). 

Meanwhile, teams across the Sun 
Belt are putting a premium on games 
against other BCS non-automatic 
qualifying conferences. The hope is 
that winning more of those games 
will earn Sun Belt teams more con- 
sideration from bowl committees. 

“The more out-of-conference wins 
you have in those type conferences, 
the bigger slice you get,” Middle Ten- 
nessee coach Rick Stockstill said. 
“When you have those type of wins, 
it helps your conference and it helps 
the perception of your conference.”

The Mountain West Conference 
title has spent all but one of the past 
six years in the state of Utah. 

TCU’s 2005 championship was 
the only one since 2003 not won 
by Utah or BYU. The Horned Frogs 
came painfully close to winning an- 
other last year, but a mistake-filled 
fourth quarter allowed Utah to rally 
for a 13-10 victory and go on to an 
MWC title and an unbeaten season. 

The league is coming off a frustrat- 
ing offseason. Repeated pushes for 
changes in the Bowl Championship 
Series were unsuccessful despite 
the MWC having the only unbeaten 
team in major college football last 
season. 

Utah holds the nation’s longest 
winning streak, which reached 14 
when the Utes beat Alabama 31-17 
in the Sugar Bowl. The Utes finished 
No. 2 in the final AP poll and revived 
a campaign for change, but coach 
Kyle Whittingham says that argu- 
ment ends with the new season. 

“That’s really not my arena — to 
lobby and politick for something,” 
Whittingham said. “That’s something 
for our commissioner, our president 
and the athletic directors to debate. 
| just need to try to continue to win 
games.” 

The Utes became the fifth straight 
conference champion to go 8-0 in 
the league, a streak that started with 
Utah's unbeaten Fiesta Bowl team of 
2004. 

TCU coach Gary Patterson said 
change will come if teams from the 
Mountain West and Western Athletic 
Conference continue to get at-large 
BCS berths and win. 

“When you get on a big stage, you 
have to be able to go play and you 
have to be able to deserve the re- 
spect,” Patterson said. “You can't just 
do it every once in a while.” 

TCU was 8-0 in 2005, then BYU 
won back-to-back titles by going 
16-0 through 2006 and 2007. Utah 
regained the crown last year, but is 
missing three-year starting quarter- 
back Brian Johnson and All-Ameri- 
can kicker Louie Sakoda. Defensive 
standouts Paul Kruger and Sean 
Smith left school early for the NFL. 

“Every year is a new set of circum- 
stances,” Whittingham said.

When Turner Gill was going 28-2 
as the starting quarterback at Ne- 
braska in the early 1980s, he was 
known for his sleight of hand in the 
option attack. 

But it wasn’t until he became the 
head coach at lowly Buffalo that 
he was truly acknowledged as a 
magician. 

Three seasons after taking over a 
team coming off a one-victory sea- 
son, Gill is one of the hottest names 
in the coaching fraternity. A year ago 
he led the Bulls to an 8-6 record and 
their first MAC championship. 

Over the past two years, Buffalo 
has won 13 games — one more than 
in its first eight seasons combined in 
the Football Bowl Subdivision. 

A former Canadian Football 
League quarterback and a promis- 
ing player in the Detroit Tigers and 
Cleveland Indians organizations, Gill 
also took the Bulls to the International 
Bowl. Then he spurned several feel- 
ers from bigger, brand-name schools 
to sign a contract extension through 
the 2013 season. 

Now Buffalo is the choice to win 
the East again. Asked if he needed 
to alter what got the Bulls to the title 
game, Gill answered with typical 
clarity: “Why change? ... Our guys 
expect to win now. Once you've done 
it, you can see what it takes to keep 
winning.” 

Buffalo's road to the conference 
title got tougher last week when se- 
nior running back James Starks, the 
school’s career rushing leader, was 
lost for the season with a shoulder 


injury.

Tuning out preseason buzz should 
be getting easier for Boise State. 

The Broncos open another season 
as the Western Athletic Conference's 
defending champion, again a poten- 
tial BCS buster. 

Boise State has won six of the past 
seven WAC titles, a run interrupted 
only by Hawaii's championship in 
2007. Having gone 8-0 in the league 
again last year, the Broncos are the 
pick to win it again in 2009. 

“| think you can bring a lot of undue 
pressure onto yourself. We just try to 
not hear all the noise that’s out there,” 
said coach Chris Petersen, who is 
35-4 in three years at Boise State. 
“We have a lot of expectations for 
ourselves regardless of what other 
people say.” 

This is Boise State’s ninth season 
in the conference. The Broncos have 
finished first six times and second 
twice. 

As for reaching the Bowl Cham- 
pionship Series again, the Broncos’ 
hopes for another shot at the big time 
could be dashed in the season open- 
er when Boise State hosts Oregon 
on Sept. 3. 

“You win enough they're going to 
pay attention to you,” Petersen said. 
“You step out of your conference and 
play teams like that and you can get 
something done, you'll make more of 
a statement, without question.” 

The Broncos went 12-0 in the 
regular season last year, but it wasn't 
enough to earn a trip to the big- 
money bowl games. 

“With the BCS and all those type 
of things, we’ve just taken the ap- 
proach that we do with a lot of things. 
We don't have any control over that,” 
Petersen said. “A few years ago they 
tweaked the system and it worked 
out good for us. | believe if we take 
care of our business it will still work 
out good for us.”

Conference USA coaches don't 
bother to scrutinize a preseason poll. 
Who has time to sort out that mess? 

As usual, there are three or four 
teams that look as if they have a le- 
gitimate shot to win the conference 
championship this season, and a few 
more with reasons to dream big. 

East Carolina coach Skip Holtz 
knows it’s not even safe to pick his 
Pirates to repeat. 

“When you look at the last four 
years we haven't had a back-to-back 
conference winner,’ Holtz said. 

East Carolina and Houston, teams 
with talented, experienced quarter- 
backs, head into the season as the 
C-USA favorites. The Cougars are 
led by Case Keenum, who threw 
for 5,020 yards and 44 touchdowns 
last season. The Pirates get Patrick 
Pinkney back for a sixth year be- 
cause of injury. 

“That’s a nice little Christmas pres- 
ent for us,” Holtz said. 

It was Pinkney who led the Pirates 
to an attention-grabbing start last 
season. East Carolina jumped into 
the rankings after consecutive vic- 
tories over Virginia Tech and West 
Virginia and a 3-0 start. After falter- 
ing midseason, the Pirates rallied 
and beat Tulsa in the conference title 
game, finishing 9-5. 

Holtz doesn’t see a clear path to 
return to the championship. South- 
ern Mississippi and Memphis stand 
in the way in the East. 

Memphis has stocked up on trans- 
fers to make a push. 

After finishing with five consecu- 
tive victories, Southern Miss expects 
to pick right back up with three of the 
league’s most dynamic offensive play- 
ers — running back Damion Fletcher, 
wide receiver DeAndre Brown and 
quarterback Austin Davis. 

The West race featured the na- 
tion’s No. 1 and 2 offenses — Tulsa 
and Houston — last season. With 
Keenum leading the way, Houston 
will likely be up there again. The Cou- 
gars averaged 562 yards per game 
last Season. 

Tulsa, 11-3 last year, will be try- 
ing to replace one of the nation’s top 
quarterbacks for the second year ina 
row. David Johnson passed for 4,059 
yards and 46 touchdowns after tak- 
ing over for Paul Smith. Coach Todd 
Graham is expecting similar produc- 
tion from Johnson’s successor — 
early leader G.J. Kinne is competing 
with two others for the job. He won't 
be making many changes. 

“If we do, we're not very smart,” 
Graham said. “We've been the No. 
1 offense in the nation the last two 
years.”

at lot of good having Snoop Dogg 
and Will Ferrell on the USC side- 
line did. 

Then again, they weren’t the only 
guys wearing Trojan jerseys who failed to lay 
a hand on Texas’ Vince Young, let alone when 
the Longhorns’ quarterback took off for the 
right corner of the end zone with 8 yards and 
19 seconds left in the 2006 national champion- 
ship game at the Rose Bowl. 

If just one USC defender arrived in time to 
stop Young, college football would have one 
three-time national champion since 2000 and 
no debate about the team of the decade. 

Instead, three schools have won it all twice 
— so if you’re not in that club, take a seat. 

That means you, Oklahoma, even with the 
best overall record (102-19) and the most Top 
10 finishes (eight in nine years) of the bunch. 
You, too, Texas, because even a victory in the 
game of the century — see above — still counts 
as only one championship. And don’t forget to 
save chairs for Miami and Ohio State. 

Sorry, too, if you’re what used to be known 
as a “small school.” 

Six Division III titles since 2000 make 
Mount Union the unchallenged team of the 
decade — in Division III. Ditto for those four 
Division II crowns at Grand Valley State, and 
the back-to-back-to-back FCS championship 
trophies collecting dust at Appalachian State. 

This stage is reserved for the big boys. And 
in what has been the sport’s golden era by just 
about any measure — talent, dollars, atten- 
dance, TV ratings and deals, classic games, 
upsets for the ages and, yes, even celebrity 
fans — there are only three contenders. 

The résumés: 

@ Southern California owns the longest sus- 
tained run of excellence, a 34-game winning 
streak from 2003-05 that began after losing in 
triple overtime to California, included two na- 
tional championships, and ended just shy of a 
three-peat when Young scampered in for the 
winning score at the Rose Bowl. 

The Trojans also have won seven consecu- 
tive conference titles, featured the most Heis- 
man Trophy winners in the group (3), most 
NFL draft picks (53) first-round selections 
(14), and since Pete Carroll’s arrival in 2001,

the winningest active coach in the game. 

M@Florida has the momentum, grabbing 
two national championships in the past three 
years, and with QB Tim Tebow and last sea- 
son’s fire-breathing defense returning intact, 
the Gators are a consensus preseason pick to 
win a third. But they’ll need it to overcome a 
lousy start to the decade — a 23-15 record in 
the three years after Ron Zook took over for 
Steve Spurrier in 2002, not to mention the 
stepback seasons coach Urban Meyer’s teams 
posted on each side of the 2006 title. 

@ Louisiana State won both its titles in New 
Orleans, essentially home games, and with 
different coaches. It wasn’t that long ago that 
Carroll could walk into Shreveport, La., and 
recruit quarterback John David Booty out 
from under LSU’s nose. And if we’re play- 
ing three degrees of separation, Nick Saban 
walked out on LSU after a title to coach the 
NFL’s Miami Dolphins, a job that Carroll 
was offered first and didn’t 
even seriously consider. 
But Les Miles, Saban’s suc- 
cessor, has reclaimed 
the state’s fertile 
recruiting ground and, 
like Carroll, his name 
bubbles up near the top of 
the wish list every time one 
of the top jobs in coaching be- 
comes vacant.

Another title this year 
for any of those three 
settles the debate. And 
if Oklahoma were to win 
a second instead — no small 
feat, given the Sooners’ 1-3 re- 
cord in title bouts since 2000 
— then the program’s sustained 
excellence brings it squarely 
back into the argument. 

In fact, statistical analyst 
George Sarkisian crunched 
most of the same numbers 
from the past decade used to 
determine the annual Massey 
Rating — records, rankings, 
strength of schedule, margin of vic- 
tory, offensive and defensive rank- 
ings, etc. — and rated Oklahoma 
well ahead of USC (fifth), Florida 
(seventh) and LSU (which didn’t 
make his Top 10). 

And if none of those scenarios 
play out? Southern Cal gets the nod. 

Carroll has turned USC into the closest 
thing to a national program that we’ve seen in 
decades, willing to play anyone, anywhere, 

anytime and mercilessly carving up 
opponents in nearly every bowl ap- 
pearance. For all the talk about ff 
how much tougher the South- 
eastern Conference is than the 
Pac-10, which went 5-0 in last 
season’s bowl games, by the 
way, look at who Florida and 
LSU choose to schedule out- 
side the conference.

If Tebow or Bradford 
win again, they’11 join Ohio State’s 
Archie Griffin (1974-75) as the 
only two-time Heisman winners. 

McCoy insists he’s not chasing 
the two others. “It’s not about me. 
It’s about Texas,” McCoy said. “It 
is my senior year, so I want it to 
be fun. I want it to be special.” 

Bradford won the trophy last 
season by putting up wild num- 
bers — 4,730 yards passing and 
50 touchdowns — in directing the 
highest-scoring offense in major 
college football history. 

Tebow and the Gators won 
their second national title in three 
years with a 24-14 triumph over 
the Sooners in the BCS champi- 
onship game. 


McCoy had impressive num- 
bers of his own. He set an NCAA 
record with a 77 percent comple- 
tion rate in leading the Longhorns 
to their first regular-season No. 1 
ranking since 1984. He also guid- 
ed Texas to a 45-31 victory over 
Bradford and the Sooners. 

McCoy, competitive to the 
core, will leave the debate about 
which QB is better to the fans and 
media. “They’re both awesome 
players, awesome guys,” McCoy 
said. “They both stand for a lot of 
good things that I feel this world 
needs to see. I think that having 
three of us come back this year is 
really good for college football.” 

The three stars spent time to- 
gether during the Heisman Tro- 
phy ceremony in New York last 
year. McCoy and Bradford also 
roomed together at a quarter- 
backs camp this summer. “If you 
would have told me five years ago 
I was going to become friends 
with the quarterback at Texas, I 


would have looked at you a little 
strange,” Bradford said. “I think 
me and Colt can both see past that 
we play for rival schools.” 

Even if Texas beats Oklahoma 
again, keeping up with the almost 
legendary status of “Terrific Tim” 
will be tough for McCoy. Tebow 
has two national championship 
rings and a well-documented life 
of charitable deeds. 

Unlike McCoy, who rose from 
small-town Texas anonymity, 
Tebow was anointed “The Cho- 
sen One” in an ESPN special be- 
fore he started his college career. 
Four years later, his inspirational 
speech after last season’s loss to 
Mississippi has been immortal- 
ized on a plaque that hangs at the 
entrance to the Florida football fa- 
cility. Tebow practically grew up 
at the orphanage his father runs 
in the Philippines. He preaches to 
school kids and prisoners. 

What McCoy might have work- 
ing against him is the fatigue fac- 


tor: Some of the more than 900 
Heisman voters could simply 
be tired of voting for Tebow and 
Bradford. Maybe it’s Colt’s turn. 

Tebow has set such a high stan- 
dard for himself, even he might 
not be able to match it. Though it 
does seem as if nothing flusters 
him. During Southeastern Con- 
ference media days, he was asked 
if he is still a virgin. Tebow didn’t 
sidestep, answering that, yes, he 
is saving himself for marriage. 

Tebow dismisses skeptics of 
his golden boy image. “You have 
to deal with that. But for all those 
people, there are so many more 
that have been thankful, or are 
thankful that I visited the kid in 
the hospital or visited the prison 
or I did this or that, or that I hada 
positive message” he said. 

“TI care about the people that I 
can help and make a difference 
in their life. There are going to be 
haters, but you know what? I don’t 
really care.”

ENGLEWOOD, Colo. — Time 
was at a premium this week for 
the Denver Broncos, who were to 
play for the second time in four 
days when they took on Arizona 
in an exhibition finale Thursday 
night. 

“We crammed everything we 
could cram into two days [of prep- 
aration],’ Broncos coach Josh 
McDaniels said Wednesday after 
the team’s final walkthrough be- 
fore the Cardinals game. 

“You kind of see what your guys 
are capable of learning real fast. 
There are some new little things 
we have to do based on what they 
do but our guys adapted to it well,” 
he said. 

The Broncos (0-3) are coming 
off a 27-17 loss Sunday to Chi- 
cago in what was perhaps the 
most emotional exhibition game 
in Denver because it featured 
the return of Jay Cutler, a for- 
mer Pro Bowl quarterback with 
the Broncos who was traded to 
the Bears after a falling out with 
McDaniels. 

On top of taking a beating from 
the quarterback he ran out of 
town, McDaniels saw Kyle Orton, 
the quarterback he obtained from 
Chicago in the trade, suffer a gash 
and dislocation of the index fin- 
ger on his passing hand when he 
struck a defender’s helmet during 
a follow-through. 

With Orton’s backup, Chris 
Simms, nursing a left ankle 


sprain, rookie Tom Brandstater 
will start against Arizona. 

Besides Orton and Simms, the 
Broncos will be without wide 
receivers Brandon Marshall 
(suspension) and Jabar Gaff- 
ney (thumb), guard Chris Kuper 
(ankle) and defensive end Le 
Kevin Smith (unspecified injury). 
Rookie running back Knowshon 
Moreno practiced for the first 
time this week since spraining 
his knee Aug. 14, but McDaniels 
indicated the team’s top draft 
pick won’t play to try to ensure 
his readiness for the Sept. 13 reg- 
ular-season opener at Cincinnati. 

“He would be capable of play- 
ing, but I’m not exactly sure if 
that’s the smartest decision,” 
McDaniels said. “We’re taking 
all the information into account, 
making sure we do the smart 
thing by the player and make 
sure we’re ready to go next week. 
We'll field the healthiest team we 
can field when we go to Cincin- 
nati, and I’m hopeful that a lot of 
the guys that have missed periods 
of time in training camp will be 
ready to go.” 

Emerging at least as healthy 
as the Broncos are going into the 
last exhibition remains a priority, 
McDaniels said, but there are still 
important elements to be gained 
from the team’s final tuneup. 
Those include last-chance evalu- 
ations for players on the bubble 
ahead of Saturday’s final roster 
cutdown to the 53-player, season- 
opening limit. 


Romo’s OK with Favre

IRVING, Texas — Tony Romo 
is looking forward to seeing Brett 
Favre on Friday, even if No. 4 is 
wearing purple. 

Although the sight of Favre 
with the Vikings rankles many 
Wisconsin natives, Romo doesn’t 
mind. The Dallas Cowboys star is 
for all quarterbacks, or any other 
athletes, hanging around as long 
as they can, wherever they can. 

“T’ve gotten used to it now,” 
Romo said Wednesday. “You see 
him with the Jets last year, you 
see him with the Vikings this 
year. The thing that people don’t 
realize is you don’t just get chanc- 
es to play in the National Football 
League because, I mean, you 
have to be a good player. 

“He’s one of the best to ever play 
the game. I think that sometimes 
people might forget how special. 
Not really forget, but they just 
think kind of, ‘Oh, he’s coming 
back, whatever.’ But at the end of 
the day, the guy’s a talented foot- 


ball player. There’s obviously a 
team that wants him for that rea- 
son. It’s going to be fun to go out 
there and play against him.” 

Romo won’t get to see Favre 
play, and Favre is just as unlike- 
ly to see Romo, when the Dallas 
Cowboys and Minnesota Vikings 
meet in the exhibition finale Fri- 
day night. 

The Cowboys have seen enough 
from Romo this summer to know 
he’s ready for the regular season. 
Although Favre might benefit 
from more playing time with his 
new teammates, coaches won’t 
risk an injury to their soon-to-be 
40-year-old newcomer. 

Romo will still make the trip 
and certainly will find time be- 
fore the game to hang out with 
Favre, whose best days with the 
Green Bay Packers came while 
Romo was growing up in Burl- 
ington, Wis. 

Romo was in high school when 
Favre won three straight NFL 
MVP awards and led the Packers 
to consecutive Super Bowls. Now 
Romo is going into his seventh 
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Denver Broncos quarterback Kyle Orton talks things over with coach Josh McDaniels during Sunday’s 
exhibition loss to the Chicago Bears.

“In some circumstances, it 
certainly will play a role,’ Mc-

long time,” before giving way, 
if he does at all, to fourth-string 
quarterback Ingle Martin, Mc- 
Daniels said.

year in the NFL and Favre keeps 
chugging along, even if this is his 
third team in as many years, with 
heavy doses of drama and short- 
lived retirements. 

Has it tarnished Favre’s legacy? 
Not to Romo. 

“Shoot, history tells us plenty of 
people have done it,’ Romo said. 
“Everybody remembers your 
(best) moments. Is Michael Jor- 
dan not Michael Jordan because 
of Washington? He came back, he 
was still a good player, very pro- 
ductive, but you hold such a stan- 
dard — can you ever reach the 
level you were at in your prime? 
I don’t know. That’s why they all 
come back, to try and do that.” 

Romo’s style certainly is remi- 
niscent of a young Favre, from 
the scrambles and clutch plays to 
the groan-worthy mistakes made 
while trying to do the impossible. 

This season, though, Romo is 
working to break that habit, try- 
ing to convince himself that a 
sack is better than a turnover, that 
an incompletion is better than an 
interception. 


Other starters might play up to 
ahalf, but probably not more than 
that. McDaniels said he wants to 
correct some of the things that 
have gone wrong in previous ex- 
hibitions and see improved play 
by the Broncos, who will be try- 
ing to avoid their first winless ex- 
hibition season since 1960, when 
they went 0-5 heading into their 
inaugural AFL campaign. 

“Offensively, we’d love to come 
out of the game with no penal- 
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ties,” said McDaniels, whose of- 
fense was responsible for most 
of the team’s 10 penalties against 
Chicago. “Defensively, we did 
some good things against the run, 
but we gave up a big two-minute 
drive before the half. So it would 
be nice to get into a two-minute 
situation and play the situation 
better than we have.” 

The Broncos also gave up a 
score just before halftime in a loss 
against Seattle two weeks ago.

Goodell met with Vick for 45 
minutes Thursday before an- 
nouncing his decision. 

Vick, recently signed by the 
Philadelphia Eagles, played in 
last week’s exhibition game and 
was expected to play against 
the New York Jets on Thursday 
night. 

Goodell had said he would con- 
sider Vick for full reinstatement 
by no later than Week 6. 

Vick was released from federal 
custody July 20 after serving 18 
months of a 23-month sentence 
for his role in running a dogfight- 
ing ring. 

“T think he’s making real prog- 
ress,” Goodell said. 

“T think he has a better feel for 
the challenges ahead of him.” 

Vick signed with the Eagles on 
Aug. 13, but did not travel with 
the team to its second exhibition 
game a week later against the In- 
dianapolis Colts because he could 
not play. 

He took six snaps in Philadel- 
phia’s game against the Jackson- 
ville Jaguars last week, lining up 
at quarterback and receiver.

™ The Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
fired offensive coordinator Jeff 
Jagodzinski on Thursday, saying 
they weren’t getting the “direc- 
tion” needed from him 10 days 
before the regular season opener.

“Tt is unfortunate that this situ- 
ation became public; however, 
our position has remained consis- 
tent,’ Blue Bombers coach Mike 
Kelly said in a statement. 

“We will pursue athletes that 
we believe will contribute to our 
organization on and off the field. 

“We have completed our as- 
sessment and due diligence and 
at this time we will not be pursu- 
ing the services of Adam Jones.” 

Jones is a former first-round 
draft pick of the Tennessee Titans 
who has twice been suspended by 
the NFL for off-field incidents, 
including for the 2007 season, 
and was released in February by 
the Dallas Cowboys. 

Before coming to Dallas, Jones 
was arrested six times and in- 
volved in 12 instances requiring 
police intervention after Ten- 
nessee drafted him in 2005. He 
was suspended by commissioner 
Roger Goodell for the 2007 season 
before he got in trouble again. 

The cornerback’s time with 
the Cowboys was cut short by six 
games for another behavior-relat- 
ed suspension, an off-field scuffle 
with a member of the security de- 
tail provided by the team. 


NCAA clears Tide players 
for Virginia Tech game 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — No. 5 
Alabama will have two of its key 
offensive players for its opener 
Saturday night against No. 7 Vir- 
ginia Tech. 

The NCAA reinstated receiver 
Julio Jones and tailback Mark In- 
gram on Wednesday on the con- 
dition that they repay the cost of 
a Gulf Coast fishing trip paid for 
by businessman Curtis Anderson 
during the spring. An Alabama 
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spokesman said the money had 
been paid to charity. 

“According to the facts of the 
case submitted by Alabama, the 
student-athletes received imper- 
missible food, lodging, transpor- 
tation and entertainment from 
an individual with whom one of 
the student-athletes had become 
acquainted prior to enrolling 
in college,” the NCAA said in a 
statement. 

“Consistent with NCAA mem- 
bership requirements, the insti- 
tution reported the violation and 
declared the student-athletes inel- 
igible. As part of the reinstatement 
request, the institution required 
the student-athletes to make re- 
payment of the value of the imper- 
missible benefits to charity.” 

The ruling was good news for 
the Crimson Tide. Jones was an 
All-Southeastern Conference re- 
ceiver as a freshman in a receiv- 
ing corps that lacks other proven 
playmakers. 

Ingram is set to replace All- 
SEC tailback Glen Coffee after 
leading the team with 12 touch- 
down runs as a freshman. 


U.S moves up to No. 11 
in FIFA rankings 


ZURICH — Confederations 
Cup champion Brazil remained at 
the top of the FIFA rankings for a 
third consecutive month, and the 
United States moved up to No. 11. 

European champion Spain 
stayed second, followed by the 
Netherlands in world rankings 
announced Wednesday. World 
champion Italy gained points to 
pull even with Germany in fourth 
place. 

The United States, the Confed- 
erations Cup runner-up in June, 
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rose one place to No. 11, its best 
placing since the 2006 World 
Cup. 

Russia, England and Argentina 
were unchanged from Nos. 6-8, 
and No. 9 Croatia traded places 
with France, which rounded out 
the top 10. Mexico used its victory 
in a World Cup qualifying match 
over the Americans last month to 
improve six places to No. 24.

teams to win the Open Cup in 
their inaugural season. 

Clyde Simms scored for D.C. in 
the 89th minute. 


Balsillie proposes Coyotes 
start in Arizona, go to Canada 


PHOENIX — Canadian bil- 
lionaire James Balsillie proposed 
having the Phoenix Coyotes begin 
the season in Arizona, then move 
to Hamilton, Ontario, as quickly 
as possible. 

Balsillie’s attorney, Jeff Kes- 
sler, made the suggestion Wednes- 
day after U.S. Bankruptcy Judge 
Redfield T. Baum said it was “rea- 
sonably probable” that he could 
not resolve the many outstanding 
issues in the messy Coyotes fight 
by a Sept. 14 deadline. 

The statements came during 
a hearing on whether the judge 
should overrule the NHL board 
of governors’ 26-0 vote rejecting 
Balsillie as a potential owner and 
clear the way to move the fran- 
chise to Hamilton. 

After the hearing, NHL com- 
missioner Gary Bettman said that 
proposals by Balsillie’s company, 
PSE, to move the team before or 
during the season “shows a lack of 
respect for the game.” 
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NFL says Vick eligible to play in third game 


The NHL vehemently opposes 
Balsillie’s plan to buy the team 
and wants the judge to rule that 
the Coyotes will play the season 
in Arizona regardless of the out- 
come of the bankruptcy case. 
Such a ruling would kill Balsil- 
lie’s bid, his attorney said. 

The league, which has made 
its own bid, said moving the team 
at this late date across the conti- 
nent to Hamilton would create 
enormous difficulty for the other 
teams and players, not to mention 
everyone involved with the Phoe- 
nix franchise. 


Ex-Mets pitcher Koosman 
gets six months in tax case 


MADISON, Wis. — A federal 
judge in Wisconsin sentenced for- 
mer New York Mets pitcher Jerry 
Koosman to six months in prison 
for not paying his taxes. 

Prosecutors said Jerry Koos- 
man, a former all-star who 
helped the Mets win the 1969 
World Series, didn’t pay federal 
income taxes for 2002, 2003 and 
2004, costing the government up 
to $90,000. 

According to IRS agents, Koos- 
man, 66, told them he had re- 
searched tax laws and concluded 
they applied only to federal work- 
ers, corporate employees and 
District of Columbia residents. 

He pleaded guilty in May to 
misdemeanor tax evasion for 
2002 in a deal with prosecutors.

Judge orders MLB 2008 drug-test evidence be preserved

SAN FRANCISCO — A fed- 
eral appellate judge ordered the 
preservation of all evidence that 
allegedly shows 104 major leagu- 
ers tested positive for steroids in 
2003. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals last month ruled that 
federal agents wrongly seized 
the material from drug testing 
labs, when they were authorized 
to take only evidence related to 
10 players identified on a search 
warrant. If that ruling stands, 
the players’ union would be free 
to order the destruction of all the 
test results and related material, 
except for the 10 players listed 
in the warrant — and that’s what 
federal prosecutors fear. 


Chief Judge Alex Kozinski de- 
layed implementing the earlier 
ruling until prosecutors decide 
whether to appeal to the Supreme 
Court. Prosecutors face a Nov. 24 
deadline to petition the Supreme 
Court for review. 


Groin pain sidelines Rivera 


BALTIMORE — New York 
Yankees closer Mariano Rivera 
could be sidelined through the 
weekend because of sorenes in 
his left groin. 

Rivera said he first began to 
feel sore on Aug. 15 in Seattle. 
The right-hander has pitched in 
five games since then, including 
Monday and Tuesday, when he 
recorded his 37th and 38th saves.
